NO UNION CANDIDATE FOR 
THE COURT OF APPEALS. 

& CONFERENCE OF REPUBLICANS AND 
DEMOCRATS IMPROBABLE — THE 
TALK ABOUT NOMINATIONS. 

From the talk in the lobbies of the Hoff- 
man House and the Gilsey House last night it 
seemed to be the prevailing upinion that the Re- 
publican and Democratic State Committees 
would not join hands in nominating a union can- 
didate for Judge of the Court of Appeals, 
but that, instead of doing this, both 
committees would to-day put separate can- 
didates in the field. The first news of 
the rupture ofthe relations between the com- 
mittees came from the advance guard of the Re- 
publicans who walked ana talked about the lob- 
bies and corridors of the Gilsey House during 
the evening. It was quite evident that the news 
of the break was a surprise to the friends of 
Gov. Hill. The Hill people had been anxious 
that aconference between the two committees 
should be arranged, and they were displeased 
that the Republicans should have almost deter- 
mined upon nominating a straight candidate of 
their own. 


Among the Democratic State Committeemen 
who arrived at the Hoffman House during the 
evening were Judge William L. Muller, Robert 
A. Maxwell, D. Cady Herrick, of Albany; John 
O’Brien, of Rhinebeck; John M. Wiley, of 
Buffalo; ex-Mayor Edward Murphy, of Troy; 
William A. Poucher, of Oswego; Isaac N. Cox, 
of Ellenville; L. D. Huntington, of Westchester, 
and William H. Murtha, of Brooklyn. Con- 
spicuous among the other prominent Demo- 
crats who thronged the hotel corridors were 
ex-Mayor A. Bleecker Banks, of Albany; 8. W. 
Rosendale, of Albany; John P. Masterson, of 
Albany; Gen. Lester B. Faulkner. of Living- 
ston; Charles K. Grannis, of Utica; Charles E. 
Remick, of Oneida; District Attorney John G. 
Sears, of Owego, and E. M. Holbrook, Clerk of 
the Court of Claims at Albany. Col. Michael C. 
Murphy, of the County Democracy, and Edward 
Cahill, of Tammany, were the local statesmen 
who hobnobbed with the country Democrats. 

The friends of Rufus W. Peckham were in no 
way dismayed by the news that the Republican 
State Committee would be likely to refuse to 
take any steps toward agreeing upon a union 
nominee. They had discount this action of 
the Republicans some time ago. In the discus- 
sions among the Democrats on this subject it 
soon became evident that the opponents of Mr. 
Peckham were placed in an awkward predica- 
ment by the course which the Republicans 
seemed likely to pursue. The Hill people had 
agreed, at the meeting of the committee 
which was held in Saratoga last week, 
that it was the part of ‘wisdom for the 
Democrats and Republicans to unite on a can- 
didate. They harped upon this continually and 
gained some recruits from afew members of the 
committee who on any other issue would have 
been for Mr. Peckham. The County Democracy 
members and their friends in the interior of the 
State showed that there was no certainty that 
an arrangement could be made with the Repub- 
licans, and some of them even went so far 
as to predict that the Hill people wore being 
“played” by the leaders of the opposition. It 
was a noticeable fact last night that the friends 
of Mr. Peckham were not confronted at every 
turn by the iron barrier that had been raised by 
the Hill Democrats at Saratoga at the last meet- 
ing of the committee. There was a more con- 
ciliatory spirit manifested, and talk of insisting 
upon the nomination of either Attorney-Genera 
Denis O’Brien, Esek Cowen, or George B. Brad- 
ley gave place to suggestions of Aaron J. Van- 
derpoel and others as available compromise can- 
didates. The talk about Mr. Vanderpoel came 
mostly from Tammany sources. His name was 
not very graciously received at first, but sub- 
sequently met with more consideration. 

The Albany friends of Mr. Peckham were not 
frightened into indorsing any compromise can- 
didate. They went about the hotel stiffening 
the backbone of a few weak-kneed committee- 
men, and just before midnight it was announced 
that the Peckham men would stand shoulder to 
shoulder at to-Wayp*sreeting or tire-committee. 
They, for the most part, declared that they 
would prefer defeat in the commiltee after a 
struggle, than to be obliged to consent to sup- 
port a so-called compromise candidate. Nothing 
could be urged against Mr. Peckham, except the 
fact that the Republicans would not indorse 
him, and as the Republicans had practically de- 
cided to indorse no Democratic candidate, he was 
certainly as good as any other man who could be 
named. 

The Hill Democrats had not, up to a late hour, 
given up the idea of carrying through their pet 
scheme of holding a conference with the Repub- 
lican Committee. They are hopeful that by this 
morning the situation will have changed, and 
that they will be able to carry out their pro- 
gramme of defeating Mr. Peckham. 

So experienced an observer of political gather- 
ings as Dwight Lawrence said, glancing last 
night down the Gilsey House corridor, in which 
Republicans swarmed, that he had never known 
a State Committee meeting call together so many 
prominent non-committeemen. That was the 
universal opinion at the Republican resort. Con- 
gressman I'rank Hiscock, Ira Davenport. Gen. 

F. Tracy, Assemblyman Charles Baker, 
who wanted to be Speaker of the last 
Assembly; State Senators Raines, Hendricks, 
and Birdsall, John W. Vrooman, Silas B. 
Dutcher, Capt. Chester 8. Cole, Col. W. H. 
Barker, John Kellogg, of Amsterdam; Judge 
Fitch, and John W. Jacobus were a few of those 
who kept the corridors buzzing. Gen. Thomas 
W. Conway, engineer of the anti-saloon train, 
was on hand, glowing with the promise of that 
movement, which had already yielded him, he 
said, 800 commendatory letters from Repub- 
licans of influence in the State. He letit be un- 
derstood, without saying it, thatif the commit- 
tee didn’t recognize and indorse the movement 
it wouldn't be his fault. 

There was not much canvassing for candidates 
during the evening. Gen. Tracy’s absolute and 
final declination to run was something of a set- 
back to the hopesof his friends, who became 
thereupon disposed to think well over the mat- 
ter before committing themselves again to a flat- 
footed preference. Gen. Tracy’s plea was that 
he had too much to do to afford the time or the 
sacrifice involved and implied. There was no 
use urging against such a decision, and thus the 
question of his candidacy was settled in 
short order. Every one said he might 
have had the nomination by  unani- 
mous vote of the committee. Gen. Tracy 
seemed to accept this compliment as though 
It were something else than merely a pleasant 
and safe thing to say under the circumstances. 
But talk among the delegates disclosed a some- 
what strong feeling that the candidate should 
come from this part of the State. Excepting a 
few whisperings that evidently breathed per- 
sonal preferences without regard to geography 
—like, for instance, the mention of Judge Will 
iam Rumsey, of the Fifth Judicial District—talk 
about candidates followed qnite faithfully the 
newspaper agitation for a man from this section. 
In all this talk the desire was plein that har- 
mony be preserved. No occasion arose 
for. anything else, and when the Brooklyn 
people said they thought John Winslow, who 
was District Attorney of Kings County for eight 
years, would be a good man, and some one else 
said that New-York City could go further and 
fare worse than to be represented on the Bench 
by Theron R. Strong, the corridors talked ami- 
ably of both men, and really of no others with 
anything like seriousness. Expressions of pret- 
erences, however, were quite guarded beyond 
the common declaration that no one but an out- 
and-out Republican would be nominated. Care 
was taken on all sides to say that a general com- 

arison of views would be needed this morning 

efore anything like a definite preference could 
be announced, 

A declaration has been prepared for issue 
from the committee which touches up all the 
important campaign material. Some of the com- 
mittee and outsiders saw it last night and said 
it was good, but that improvements might be 
suggested before to-day’s meeting. So 20 or 30 
meu went to bed to sleep over it and offer sug- 
gestions this morning, if any occur tothem. The 
document preparedis not long or exciting, but 
it is calculated to rouse the voters to their old 
allegiance. It gracefully straddies the saloon 
question. 

A petition addressed to both the Republican 
and Democratic State Committees was circu- 
lated among the lawyers of this city yesterday 
afternoon urging ‘the nomination of Austin 
Abbott for the Court of Appeals as one to be 
made irrespective of party lines and upon the

ela niliner tor nor against the nomination 
of any of the Democratic candidates whose 
mes have been prominently mentioned for the 
emoaratic nomination. ther Judge Peck- 


ham, Judge Bradley, Judge Schoonmaker, Attor- 
ney-General O’Brien, Mr. Cowen, or Mr. Calvin 
Frost would make an excellent candidates and 
ought to be acceptable to the party. My 
friends on the committees are at perfect 
liberty to support whomsoever they please 
and I have not made and shall not make any re- 
quest which might influence their action. I 
have assured the prominent candidates that I 
would remain absolutely neutral so far as ex- 
pressing any preference for or influencing the 
action of the committee in relation to any candi- 
date is concerned, and I shall not deviate from 
that course. I have, however, this to say: In 
my address as President of the State Bar 
Association before that body last Winter 
I advocated the propriety ot the two parties 
agreeing upon some experienced Judge or able 
lawyer to be supported as a non-partisan candi- 
date, and I am inclined to think that such a 
course is still advisable. A Judge is to be elected 
in place of Judge Miller, a Democrat, and 
it is er that his place should be filled 
by a emocrat, and I trust that the 
Republicans may recognize the eminent 
propriety of that course. Either of the 
gentlemen named would be acceptable, and I 
certainly would be satisfied with any one.éf 
them. Surely from such a list the Republicans 
ought to be able to select at least one acceptable 
jurist. When the term of Judge Danforth, 
a Republican, expires three years hence 
an honorable understandin could exist 
that a Republican shoul be selected. 
Snch a course would go far toward 
Weeping the selection of the judiciary out of 
strict party politics and prevent an unseemly 
partisan contest over high judicial offices. But 
these are my own individual views and the party 
is not eee for them or required to adopt 
them. I have entire confidence in the wisdom of 
the Democratic committee and believe that they 
will act for the best interests of the party. Wit 

their decision—whatever it may be—uninfiu- 
enced by any word or action of mine, I shall be 
content.”

CATTLE PLAGUE. 


QUARANTINE IN CHICAGO AND THE 
DISEASE ELSEWHERE. 

CuicaGo, Sept. 28.—While the Board of 
Live Stock Commissioners is waiting for some- 
body to solve the problem of disposing of the 
quarantined cattle, which it says shall be killed, 
the United States Government, acting through 
the Department of Agriculture and Dr. Salmon, 
is going on with its work. The quarantine is 
now kept up at the Government’s expense, al- 
though Sheriff Hanchett’s deputies do the work 


under the control of Commissioner McChesney 
and the veterinarians. Ever since the distillery 
sheds were quarantined the distillers have been 
loud in their protests that if the disease was con- 
tagious pleuro-pneumonia it was not confined to 
their premises nor the city, and dispatches from 
Washington indicate that Dr. Salmon is of their 
opinion. He has called for the appointment of 
six skilled veterinarians to act as inspectors in 
this locality, and thinks they will soon be at 
work and will probably be engaged three or 
four weeks. The doctor says the men will be 
brought from the Eastern States and will all be 
veterinarians thoroughly familiar with the out- 
breaks there. 

READING, Penn. Sept. 28.—Pleuro-pneu- 
monia is raging with unprecedented violence 
among cattle in Limerick Township, Montgomery 
County, as well as some neighboring districts. 
Many have died. Dr. Gilbert reported to the 
State Board of Health 18 cases in Limerick alone 
and the farmers find that the only remedy is to 
kill the cattle, leaving the State to pay for them. 
A movement is on foot among the farmers to 
hold a convention to petition the Legislature to 
take more effective measures to stamp out the 
disease and with the Western States ask aid from 
the General Government. 


MANDAN, Dakota, Sept. 28.—Pleuro-pneu- 
monia has broken out ina herd of cattle belong- 
ing to W. J. Etherington, 25 miles north of here. 
Ten have died and 40 more are affected. It is 
said that a carload of cattle was brought there 
from Chicagotwo weeksago. The local Board of 
Health is is preparing to quarantine.

THE ROYAL ARCH MASONS. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—The twenty-sixth 
triennial convocation of the General: Grand 
Chapter of the Royal Arch Masons of the United 
States began in this city to-day and will con- 
tinue three days. The proceedings to-day began 
with a parade of the local commanderies of 
Knights Templar and Masonic organizations. 
The procession formed on G-street near Elev- 
enth-street Northwest, and proceeded to the 
Riggs House, where it was joined by the Grand 
Chapter in carriages. The procession then 
passed through several of the principal streets 
of the city, passing the Executive Mansion, 
and then to the Masonic Temple, where the con- 
vocation meets. Arriving at the tempie, the 
General Grand Chapter was formally received 
by the Grand Chapter of the District of Colum- 
bia. Commissioner Webb delivered an address 
of welcome on behalf of the citizens of the Dis- 
trict. After some other reception ceremonies 
the General Grand Chapter began its session 
with closed doors. The business of the session 
will be of a routine character. An overture will 
be made to have the Royal Arch Masons of the 
Province of Quebec represented in the General 
Grand Chapter. Jonn P. Noyes, of Waterloo, 
Quebec, the Grand Z of the Province of Quebec, 
is here to make the overture.

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WIGGINS STILL CONFIDENT 


SURE OF HIS STORM AS HE 


IS OF HEAVEN. 
IT WILL BE ON TIME OR WIGGINS WILL 
BE ANNIHILATED—CHARLESTON HAS 
HER USUAL SHOCK. 


Orrawa, Ontario, Sept. 28.—Wiggins is 
patiently awaiting the approach of to-morrow’s 
storm, which is to blow him into fame. A heavy 
downpour of rain kept him fromsleep last night, 
so he informed THE TIMEs’s correspondent; but 
although the storm roared with dangerous 
howls it required something. more convincing 
to assure him that his great, his only, his orig- 
inal disturbance had arrived ahead of time. 
At his office this morning he worked 
away with the energy of a man who 
never dreams of experiencing earthquakes and 
tornadoes 24 hours later. True it is that he 
should be driven out of his wits only to con- 
sult the stacked volumes of telegrams, unan- 
swered letters from cranks, rival prophets, 
scared: Southerners, and scientific men. In fact 
the entire South appears to have gone wild. 
Dozens of the letters contdin tender requests 
for his photo from young ladies and supplica- 
tions for additional information regarding the 
rage of the elements. The Professor, who ex- 
pects to see the fun commence on time, will in 
every instance send replies. This evening, to 
THE TD1Es’s correspondent, he said: 

“T feel as confident that the storm will occur 
as I do thatI will goto heaven. Several scien- 
tifle men in the United States are out in my de- 
fense and ridicule the press for its exaggerations 
of my predictions. Jacob Ruz, the Pittsburg 
steel manufacturer, stands by me. The storm is 
due on the meridian of Halifax at 4 P. M. to- 
morrow. The wind will be southeast at Halifax 
and northeast at Quebec, and the approach of 
the storm will be indicated by remarkably — 
tides. I foretold earthquakes to take place be- 
tween Aug. 25 and Oct. 15. The greatest strain 
will be to-morrow between the hours of 2 and 4 
P.M. We shall possibly feel them in Canada, 
but the worst strain will be south of the 30th 
parallel, and will be especially felt in Central 
America, north of the Rio Grande, and probably 
in California.” 

‘‘Itis to be something unusually severe?” the 
correspondent asked. 

“Yes, it must be. You see, four out of every 
five storms, or a certain class, are annihilated by 
my dark moon, and they are very dangerous to 
touch. Indeed, I won’t touch them, for they 
would annihilate me. If this storm does not 
come to-morrow I am annihilated as a prognosti- 
cator. By the way, the earth’s second satellite 
was one of the causes of recent earthquakes in 
New-Zealand. The plane of its orbit is inclined 
to the plane of the ecliptic by about 90°, or about 
the same as the orbits of the satellites of Ura- 
nus and Neptune. One final word to the Ameri- 
can people: My storm will be on time.” 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Sept. 28.—There are 
thousands of nervous people in Charleston to- 
night thinking of Wiggins and to-morrow. A 
newspaper hero who passed through the great 
shake fully covered the situation to-day when he 
said: ‘I don’t believe in Wiggins, but I wish it 
was Thursday.” The severe shock yesterday 
and the short, sharp shock at 1:08 o’clock this 
afternoon have caused quite a stir among the 
earthquake sufferers, and Wiggins is quoted to- 
night above par. The shock. to-day was 
very distinct, causing the houses to trem- 
ble and a number of ersons to rush 
into the streets. It lasted about one and 
a half seconds, and was accompanied by the 
usual loud rumbling or explosive sound. Some 
wild vrumors have been circulated about 
the near approach of another earthquake period 
of great severity, and Prof. Copen, of Washing- 
ton, is said to have predicted another violent 
recurrence of earthquake shocks at an early 
date. He made a close guess at the shock of 
Aug. 31, and now advises the Charleston people 
not to rebuild their houses until after his period 
of shocks has passed. With Wiggins and Copen 
prophesying greater evils to come, and the 
earth shaking under their feet at’ frequently re- 
curring intervals, it is not atraume ¢ 
persons should look to the future with dread.

Survey, has written a 
man in Charleston confessing surprise at the 
intensity of the recent tremors. 6 is positive 
in his assurances that all danger has passed, and 
that it is probable that ‘ no considerable portion 
ot your fair State will be visited by a tidal wave 
or ingulfment.” The weather to-day has been 
warm, but not oppressive, the thermometer 
reaching its highest point at 2 o’clock, when it 
registered 86°. 

The relief work is going on successfully. 
Twelve hundred and eighty-five applications for 
aid in rebuilding houses have been received by 
the Reliet Committee, who. hope to act on all 
claims of this kind by Oct. 1. - The contractors 
to whom the <ponenares have been referred are 
examining and reporting on the damaged houses 
at the rate of 60 a day.

A JUDGMENT REVERSED. 
MONTREAL, Sept. 28.—The Court of Ap- 
peals has rendered judgment in the case of J. L. 
Morris, appellant, against the Connecticut and 
Passumpsic Railway Company, respondent, re- 
versing the decision of Justice Johnson, in the 
Superior Court, given in favor,of the railway 
company two years ago. Seven thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-four shares of the Montreal, 
Portland and Boston Railway were sold by the 
Sheriff here at auction on a judgment obtained 
by Mr. O’Halloran, Queen’s Counsel, against Mr. 
Barlow, President of the road, and were pur- 
chased by Mr. Morris. The railway company 
entered action in the Supreme Court to set aside 
the sale on the ground that the etock should not 
have been sold en bloc. Justice Johnson an- 
nulled the sale, when Mr. Morris appealed from 
the judgment, which the full Appeal Court has 
reversed, declaring the sale to be good and lay- 
ing it down that the Sheriff could not do other- 
wise than sell under the warrant of theécourt 
which he held.

COOPERS LOCKED OUT. 

MILWAUKER, Wis., Sept. 28.—The men 
employed in Philip Goerres’s cooper’s shop have 
been locked out for several days past. The ques- 
tion at issue is of general interest to manufact- 
urers and one that is attracting widespread atten- 
tion, The difference as stated by Mr. Goerres is 
that he employs Knights of Labor coopers, and 


that one of the clausesin the agreement between 
employer and workmen is that the union stamp 
shall be affixed to every keg made in his shop. 
He claims that the men insist that the stamp 
shall not be placed on the kegs until they are 
sold. He asks that each keg be branded as it is 
made. Mr. Goerres says that he, with nearly 
every tight barrel manufacturer in Milwaukee, 
makes more kegs and barrels than he has imme- 
diate sales for. He now has 2,000 kegs in stock, 
and in six months he will have, he claims, 6,000 
unstamped kegs in his shop, and that he will be 
under the control of the men, as unstamped kegs 
are unsalable. Mr. Goerres locked ot his em- 
ployes in preference to placing himself in this 
predicament. The Master Workman of the Coop- 
ers’ Assembly, Knights of Labor, supports the 
workmen in their position, and as the manufact- 
urers will oppose the stand taken by the Knights 
further trouble is expected.

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A STEAMER STRANDED. 


NARROW ESCAPE OF OVER TWO HUN- 


DRED PASSENGERS. 

PouGHKEEPSI£, N. Y., Sept. 28.—The 
large side-wheel steamer Saratoga, of the Citi- 
zens’ Line of Troy, was stranded at an early 
hour this morning near Tivoli. She left Troy 
last evening with 230 passengers and 80 tons of 
freight. Although there was no fog it was a 
very dark, thick night, the rain pouring down 
at intervals in torrents. She was bound for 
New-York and many of her passengers were 
ladies and gentlemen going home from Summer 


resorts. Off Tivoli about 1 A. M. the steamer 
encountered a heavy rainstorm, and five min- 
utes later, while running at full speed, she 
passed to the eastward of Little Island, one 
mile south of Tivoli, on the east side of the 
river,and plunged headlong with great force 
on the flats, plowing along 200 or 300 feet 
through the mud, stopping only when her 
bows were within 50 feet of the sea wall of 
the Hudson River Railroad track. But there 
was no severe shock, only.a roar asif the wind 
had suddenly risen and a creaking and crackin 
of the joiner work. There was no alarm, an 
consequently no panic. Most of the passengers 
remained in their staterooms and some of them 
did not feel the steamer strike. The Saratoga 
draws about eight feet.of water, but when she 
landed finally the water—and it was nearly 
high tide—was not over five feet deep. On her 
starboard side, a hundred feet away, was a little 
island, on the north point of which the water is 
50 feet deep. If she had struck the island going 
as she was, at full speed, she would have gone 
down immediately and a hundred lives or more 
would have been lost. 

“I was in the pilot house when we were 
abreast of Tivoli,” said Capt. Thomas C. Abrais, 
ofthe steamer. “I left to go to bed about 1 
A.M. The night was very dark and it was rain- 
ing hard. I thought before doing to bed I would 
make atour of the grand saloon to see if every- 
thing was allright. While I was walking aft the 
boat suddenly sli ped, and I could feel the join- 
or work move and hear it creak. Then I knew 
we had run aground. There was no excitement 
among the passengers; in fact, most of them 
never heard of the accident until morn- 
ing. I soon found that there was no 
danger, and then went to work to see 
what could be done. Inthe pilot house at this 
time were Pilot Lewis Dutcher, myself, the 
wheelmen, and the lookout. It was a terribly 
thick night; we couldn’t see anything; suddenly 
the lookout exclaimed ‘ There’s the west shore !’ 
I thought it couldn’t be. The west shore the 
lookout thought he saw was the east side of Little 
Island. I didn’t see anything except a light on 
the east shore, which was probably a railroad 
signal. Robert Whittaker, the first pilot, went 
off watch at Bristol. At daylight three or four 
passengers managed to hail a man in a boat and 
got ashore.” 

All the passengers on the steamer left for 
Rhinebeck this afternoon, where they took the 
day boat for Albany. Two or three tugs of the 
Schuyler Line offered help to the unfortunate 
steamer, but the water was too low for them to 
getinto her. This afternoon at high water three 
small sidewheel steamers and a big tug — on 
her but couldn’t move her, and at 3 P. M. gave it 
up for a bad job and moved away. Soon after the 
Belle Horton arrived from Troy, and up to dark 
men were busy putting the Saratoga’s freight on 
her. It looks as if she will not get off the flats 
till she is in some way buoyed off by empty bar- 
rels or otherwise. It is not believed that her 
hall is much damaged.

THE MISSISSIPPI COMMISSION. 

NEW-ORLEANS, Sept. 28.—Major B. M. 
Harrod, of the Mississippi River Commission, 
has just returned from New-York, where he at- 
tended a meeting of the commission to map out 
the work to be done under the provisions of the 
act of the last Congress. Major Harrod says that 
the commission apportioned for levees on the 
line from Arkansas City to the Louisiana State 


line, including what ie known as the Opossum 
Fork line, $35,000; for levees on the west bank 
of the eee River. between the Arkansas 
State line and the mouth of the Red River, 
ena for the Morgansea levee, south of Red 

iver, $40,000. On the east bank of the river, 
between Memphis and Vicksburg, $100,000 
has been. appropriated by the commission 
tor levees, and in connection with the 
work at Lake Providence another $100,000 has 
been apportioned for levee work. Thus it will 
be seen that of the $400,000 all has been appor- 
tioned except $25,000, which will be kept for 
contingencies. The commission will at once 
resume work at Plum Point and Providence 
Reach, where operations have been in progress 
for several years for the improvement of the 
navigation of the river. Work will also be com- 
menced at the head of the Atchafalaya to pre- 
vent that stream from further washing out and 
aes its capacity as an outlet. In spite of 
the fact that Congress failed to make any pro- 
vision for the payment of salaries of members of 
the commission, they will continue to give their 
services and carry on the work in hand with 
vigor ana energy.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 
DeTROIT, Mich., Sept. 28.—A big iron 
mine suit has just reached an important stage 
in the progress toward a final settlement. Years 
ago Capt. N. D. Moore gave information as to 
the probable value of a tract of land on which 


the io Colby iron mine in the Lake Superior 
region is now situated. The land was purchased 
by a company, and for his services Capt. 
Moore was given one-third interest. Prior 
to any development of the property Moore 
sold one-half his interest to one Monroe 
for $10 in money and a note for $240, promising 
to give a deed as soon as he should get his own 
deed. Shortly after the richness of the mine, 
one of the foremost in the region, began to ap- 
pear, and Moore pleaded all sorts of excuses for 
not complying with his contract, the natural sur- 
mise being that he was endeavoring to back out 
of his bargain. When the deed to his third was 
finally given it was taken in the name of Moore’s 
wife. Thus matters stood until Monroe’s heirs, 
he having died in the meantime, brought suit 
against Moore and his wife to eompel a convey- 
ance of one-sixth of the big mine and one-sixth 
of all the royalties it has paid since its first ship- 
ment of ore. The case was argued at Marquette 
in July last before Judge -Sage, of the United 
States District Court at Cincinnati, and his de- 
cision is just fled granting fully the claims of 
the complainants in the suit. In this opinion 
United States Circuit Judge Howell E. Jackson 
concurs. The case is likely to be taken to the 
United States Supreme Court by the losing par- 
ties, but this determination is felt to be very 
important, if not conclusive.

FOR GOVERNOR OF NEW-JERSEY. 
ROBERT 8. GREEN NOMINATED BY THE 
NOISIEST CONVENTION ON RECORD. 

TRENTON, Sept. 28.—Robert 8. Green, 
who now represents Middlesex, Monmouth, and 
Union Counties in Congress, is the Democratis 
candidate for Governor of New-Jersey. He was 
made such this afternoon by a State convention 
which has rarely been equaled in New-Jersey for 
noise, confusion, and excitement. The Abbett- 
McPherson managers, whose candidate was 
Judge Green, relied upon careful manipulation, 
the Essex County McGregor men, and what the 
Jersey men call * fine work” to carry their man 
through, and tbeir confidence was not mis- 
placed. The careful management was shown 
from the beginning of the ante-convention cam- 
paign until the decisive ballot was taken; the 
McGregor votes were delivered when they 


would do the most good, and the “fine work” 
was brought into play by the bold appropriation 
of over 20 Blodgett votes from Hudson County. 
It did not take long to get over the prelimi- 
nary work of making Judge John W. Westcott, 
of Camden, temporary Chairman, and appointing 
the usual committees. Then a dinner recess was 
taken while the committees. got to work. In the 
Committes on Permanent Organization, the 
Green men won an important victory in the 
selection of Allan McDermott, of Hudson, for 
vermanent Chairman. He did a good deal for 
#reen before the convention adjourned. Thé 
Oommittee on Credentials enlarged the Hudson 
County delegation from 89 to 98 members, and 
the convention afterward added 9to the 88 
Essex representatives and 4 to the 8 from Cape 
May. These additions swelled the whole number 
of delegates to 660, making 331 votes necessary 
toachoice. The delegates kept reqsonably quiet 
while the platform was being read. There was 
some cheering over the single sentence in which 
the Administration of President Cleveland was 
indorsed and the country congratulated upon 
the success which had attended the efforts of the 
Democratic Party to reduce the cost of Govern- 
ment and the burdensoftaxation. There wasn’t 
much else in the long string of resolutions to 
arouse enthusiasm. The platform indorsed Gov. 
Abbett’s record in warm terms, and set forth at 
some length the praiseworthy things to be cred- 
ited to Democratic legislators in New-Jersey, 
It denounced the importation of convict and 
pauper labor, applauded the restoration of 
railroad grant lands to the public domain, 
expressed sympathy with workingmen, and 
applauded the heroic work of Gladstone 
and Parnell. Itis also called for protection for 
the farmers from unjust discrimination in rail- 
way freight rates, for arbitration in disputes be- 
tween capital and labor, and for equal taxation 
inthe State. Nota word was in it concerning 
tariff reform, and its utterances on the labor 
question were s0 empty that an Essex delegate 
warned the convention that such a platform 
would not find favor with workmen. While this 
delegate was talking the platform was declared 
adopted, and Chairman McDermott called for 
nominations for Governor without taking breath. 
Then the noise began. The crowd was impa- 
tient and promptly shouted down every attempt 
to make long speeches. Atlantic County, renee 
Assemblyman Beckwith, placed Judge Green in 
nomination amid cheers, groans, yells, and 
hisses from at least 600 delegates. The same 
racket greeted Burlington’s nomination of 
Charles E. Hendrickson, and Camden’s nomina- 
tion of John W. Westcott. It broke out again 
when Essex named Judge John McGregor, and 
was even worse when Hudson spoke for 
Green, Blodgett, and Albright. Cheers 
eeted the naming of Augustus W. Cut- 
er by Morris County, and when Union 
County, the home of Judge Green, named 
both Green and Outler, the noise was 
beyond description. When the roll was called 
for the first ballot cries and cheers followed 
every announcement until Hudson was reached. 
Atlantic threw her 14 votes solid for Green, and 
Gloucester her 17 the same. They werethe only 
solid Green delegations present. Essex gave 
Green 4, McGregor 57, and scattered 36 between 
David Dodd, Albright, and Cutler. When Hud- 
son was called the Chairman of the delegation 
shouted, **Green, 87; Cutler, 3; Blodgett, 8.” 
Instantly 20 Hudson men sprang up and togeth- 
er shouted that the figures were not right. Five 
hundred excited men were on their feet yelling 
at the tops of their voices. Chairman McDermott 
shouted to the Secretary to call Hunterdon, 
and the Secretary did 60, but he could not be 
heard. Five minutes later the Chairman suc- 
ceeded in making himself heard long enough to 
tell the Hudson delegates that as the call had 
passed Hudson no error could be corrected until 
the call was finished, when he assured them 
they could have the figures changed. There 
were over 20 Blodgett men in the delegation, 
but their votes were coolly put down in the 
Green column, and the a. The very 
instant the last county h voted the Chairman 
recognized the Essex Ohairman, who trans- 
ferred the 57 McGregor votes to Green. 
The latter had 2938, counting the stolen 
Hudson votes, and the 657 from Essex 
gave him 19more than enough to nominate. 
Hudson delegates were yelling like demons for 
recognition, but the Essex change stampeded the 
convention, as it was expected to do, and county 
after county changed to the Congressman. 
While delegates were still trying to change, the 
result of the roll was announced, and Chairman 
McDermott declared Judge Green the nominees 
for Governor. Hudson County was given no 
chance to rectify the error in her count. Before 
any changes had been made the vote stood: 
Green, 293; Blodgett, 134; Outler, 71; Me- 
Gregor, 57; i = 38; Westcott, 22; Hen- 
drickson, 21; odd, 17; Hopper, 2; 
Bird, 1 and scattering, 4. The vote as 
finally announced was: Green, 365; Blodgett, 
145; Cutler, 75; Westcott, 22, and Albright, 39. 
Nobody knows the exact figures. In the midst 
of such a tumult as the Jersey Democrats never 
before took part in, Chairman McDermott de- 
clared that the nomination of Judge Green had 
been made unanimous, and that the convention 
was adjourned.

A DEADLOCK AND A MURDER. 
FIGHTING FOR MR. ST. MARTIN’S SEAT 
“STATE ASSESSOR BAKER DEAD. 


New-Or.eans, Sept. 28.—The First Dis- 
trict Democratic Congressional Convention met 
yesterday noon. The Hon. Thomas J. Ford, 
Chairman of the district committee, did not call 
the convention to order, being unavoidably de- 
tained at Baton Rouge, where he is serving a 20 
years’ term for the famous Murphy murder. 
Mayor Joseph Volsin Guillotte therefore took 
the chair, and John Fitzpatrick, Commissioner 
of Public Works, was made permanent Chair- 
man, after Sheriff Charles Butler had declined. 
The first ballot disclosed a deadlock. Tuhirty- 
three votes were necessary for a choice. 
Wilkinson, the Mayor’s and _ policemen’s 
candidate, received 26; Rogers, the Street 
Commissioner’s candidate, had 20; 8t. Mar- 
tin, the sitting member, had 12, and Connors, 
Knight of Labor, 4. One hundred and six 
ballots were cast without breaking the dead- 
lock, and the convention adjourned until to-day. 
This morning when the convention met news 
was received of the death of State Assessor Jo- 
seph Baker in the Charity Hospital. The Sheriff 
presented resolutions of regret, declaring that 
the death of Baker “ cast a veil of gloom over 
the horizon of our city’s rising young Democ- 
racy,” and the convention adjourned until to- 
morrow night. The interval of time is to be 
profitably utilized in the grooming of an accept- 
able dark horse. 

The shooting of State Assessor Baker by the 
newspaper reporter Waters, whom he called 
to account for criticising the political methods 
of award over which Baker claimed personal 
control, has created an excitement here such as 
has not been equaled since Criminal Sheriff 
Robert Brewster was fatally shot in the Mascot 
office by Reporter Osmond for a somewhat 
similar Cause over a year ago. Fortune has not 
favered the political bosses in their contests 
with newspaper men. Baker, it transpires, 
fired three shots at Waters with a British tranter 
without effect, while Waters fired a single ball 
from an American mallee which wounded 
Baker in the groin and cost himhis life.

WAR ON SLUDGE ACID. 

The Hon. E. P. Doyle’s “Sludge Acid 
pill” isatlength beginning to produce results. 
In the Court of Oyer and Terminer of Richmond 
County an indictment was found on Monday 
last against Borne, Scrymser & Co., refiners and 
chemists, whose factories are on Staten Island, 
below Elizabethport, and yesterday other in- 
dictments were found against Lombard, Ayres 


& Co,.and the Standard Oil Company, whose oil 
refineries are at Bayonne. The charge in each 
case is pollution of the waters of the Kill von 
Kull by the discharge of refuse material from 
the works of the defendants. Joseph W. Mer- 
sereau, State Oyster Protector, procured on Aug. 
26 and 27, and on Sept. 1 and 2, bottles filled 
with material of an offensive character from es- 
tablished outlets from each of the refineries men- 
tioned. He does not in his complaint allege that 
the material is sludge acid, but that itis ‘‘ waste 
material,” a characterization that will take in 
the caustic soda solutions, washings of the tanks, 
and other stuffs discharged from oil refining pro- 
cesses that, if not so injurious as the sludge acid, 
is at least offensive and obipoperen The 
Standard Oil Company claims that allits sludge 
acid is carried out to sea, and runs a huge steam- 
boat for that express purpose.

NO REDUCTION TO BH EX- 
PEOTED NEXT YEAR. 
STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 

DECIDES THAT THE APPORTIONMENT 

Is FAIR AND JUST TO ALL PARTIES. 
ALBANY, N.Y., Sept. 28.—At the meeting of 

the State Board of Equalization to-day the State 

Assessors presented the following, which was 

adopted: 


To the State Board of Equalization : 

The undersigned, in pursuance of the statute and 
to aid the State Board of Equalization in the dis- 
charge of its duties, beg, respectfully, to submit the 
following: 

Since the meeting of the board, held Oct. 6, 1885, 
we have visited and examined assessments and ra- 
tios, as well as Supervisors, Assessors, public offi- 
cials, and citizens, in the following counties: 
Erie, Oswego, Madison, 
ca, Orleans, Ontario, Genesee, Steuben, 
Gates, Tompkins, Cortland, Otsego, Broome, 
Chenango, Allegany, Chautauqua,’ Cattaraugus, 
Rensselaer, Saratoga, Montgomery, Fulton, Dela- 
ware, Schoharie, Orange, Lewis, Schuyler, Wyo- 
ming, Tioga, Westchester, Queens, Livingston, Mon- 
roe, Dutchess, Kings, and New-York. There ap- 
pears an increased assessment of real property of 
the State amounting to $137,550,844, while there is 
a considerable loss of personalty. ‘Chis increase is 
represented one-half by new property and the re- 
mainder by increased assessments. The increase 
equals about 5 per cent. of the total assessed value 
of the real property of the State, and we suggest that 
the same shall beso distributed that each county 
shall take its portion. 

At the meeting of this board at which the last 
equalization of thecounties of the State was made, 
several counties, the most prominent of which was 
New-York, claimed that injustice had been done 
them in former equalizations, and asked for reduc- 
tions. New-York presented sales lists from each of 
the counties of the State, except Hamilton and St. 
Lawrence, tending to show the ratio of assessments 
of real ore in the State for the preceding year. 
Upon the tables so presented this board was asked 
to equalize. Since that time we have made a careful 
examination of the sales lists referred to, and many 
counties have furnished lists of sales tending 
to disprove the statements shown by the lists fur- 
nished by New-York County, From our examina- 
tions and the lists furnished we ae 
reach the conclusion that the lists furnished by 
New-York County are almost wholly worthless and 
unreliable, and the same conclusion is reached as to 
nearly all of the lists furnished in reply. As a few 
instances among many showing the ae, of 
the sales tables, we may instance the fact that New- 
York showed 83 sales in Chenango County, showing 
an average assessed value of 50 per cent., while 
Chenango County cites over 1,000 sales between 
July 1, 1888, and July 1, 1885, showing an average 
assessment of 92 per cent. Yates County pre- 
sents tables showing an assessment of 75 per 
cent, of sales value, as against 50 per cent. 
claimed by New-York as the assessment of that 
county. Steuben County shows 80 per cent. on sales, 
as against 43 per cent. claimed by New-York. Ul- 
ster County shows 80 per cent.. as against 75 per 
cent. shown by New-York. Tioga County shows 
81.58 per cent., as against 68 per cent, shown by 
New-York. Chemung 85 per cent., as against 4 
shown by New-York, Kings shows 76.07, as against 
69 shown by New-York. Genesee 68 per cent., as 
against 60 shown by New-York. Yates 82.8, as 
against 50 per cent. shown by New-York. Orleans 
81, as against 60 shown by New-York. Queens 78, 
as against 32 shown by New-York. Rensselaer 80, 
as against 32 shown ay New-York. Delaware 79, as 
against 42, and Columbia 78, as against 39 shown by 
New-York, and all the statements are verified by pub- 
lic officials of the several counties named, 

We have used these listsfor what they are actu- 
ally worth, and as apart of the evidence taken to 
reach conclusions, but standing alone they are alike 
unreliable, misleading, and deceptive. The Depart- 
ment of Taxes and Assessments of the city of New- 
York claims that excessive burdens have been _— 
on it by the State Board of Equalization, and it may 
be proper to state that this claim is made by many 
other counties. The county of New-York raised 
for State and city purposes in,1884 more than 
$30,000,000; of this vast sum but $2,113,707 was 
tor State purposes and $1,467,079 for schools. In 
1882 its percentage of the State tax was 47.159 
and in 1885, notwithstanding the fact that she had 
an increased assessment from new property amount- 
ing to $143,026,398, and the fact stated by THE 
NEw-YORK TIMES of July 7, 1885, “That the wealth 
held in the city in the forms classed as personal 
property greatly exceeded that held as real estate,” 
and so stated by the New-York Tribune of July 18, 
1885, “That the wealth of New-York City is ex- 
ceeded os the valuations of only four Statesin the 
Union, New-York, Massachusetts, Ohio, and Penn- 
sylvania,” and the fact that so little of this enormous 
sum of personalty was assessedin that year that it 
paid but a trifle over 16 percent. of the total tax, 
New-York paid in that year 45.671 per cent. of the 
State tax. The figures show that. taking the per- 
centage of the State tax oe by New-York County 
since and meluding 1882, there has been an actual 
reduction in its equalized value during the past 
three years of $46,029,387 in spite of the fact that it 
has added new property at the rate of $40,000,000

272,481,181; in 1884, $181,504,533; decrease, per- 
sonal, $90,976,648. Equalized value, real and per-

HENRY GEORGE THINKS MR. DOODY 
USED TOO STRONG LANGUAGE. 

Henry George, the labor organizations’ 
candidate for Mayor, was busily occupied yes- 
terday at his headquarters in the Colonnade 
Hotel. The chief topic of interest was the citi 
zens’ mass meeting, which will be held Friday 
night at Chickering Hall. The object of the 
meeting is to afford those citizens who favor Mr, 
George’s candidacy, but who are not members of 
labor organizations, an opportunity to express 
their approval. The Rev. Dr. Heber Newton 
and the Rev. Dr. Edward McGlynn have prom- 
ised to 2 "dress the meeting. The call was signed 
by the R. .. Dr.Edward McGlynn,the Rey.John W. 
Kramer, the Rev. M. J. Phelan, the Hon. Gideon 
J. Tucker, R. J. Belford, John W. Lovell, Edward 
F. Underhill, Daniel De Leon, Julius Hart, Samuel

H. Downes. A circular was sent yesterday from 
the headquarters of the Labor Party to the 
leaders in the Assembly districts, directing that 
no further nominations be made, and that the 
whole strength be concentrated on the canvass 
tor the Mayoralty. 

Patrick Doody, the Chairman of the Henry 
George Labor Party in the Third Assembly Dis- 
trict, said on Monday nightin talking over his 
candidate’s chances for becoming Mayor: “ He 
is as good as elected. Fifty thousand votes will 
put him in office, andthe unjon men alone should 
poll more than that number, to say nothing of 
the votes George will get from outside. Itwon’t 
be hard to keep union men from ‘ scabbing’ it on 
election day. Our books show where they live, 
and any one who votes with the old parties will 
be spotted, and we'll make it hot for him when 
election is over. A man’s no good in the union 
who won’t vote right.” 

Mr. George’s attention was called last nignt to 
Mr. Doody’s remarks. Mr. George said that the 
labor organizations were not so low as that. He 
had not heard of the matter before, but he be- 
lieved the spirit of the.movement to be the re- 
verse of coercive. In the constitutions of many, 
if not all, the labor organizations there was a 
clause forbidding interference by the leaders 
with the political action of members. It was not 
true that the supporters of the movement are 
half-hearted, and the strong expressions that 
escape them in the heat of speaking are merely 
indications of their zeal. 

Mr. George was engaged last night in dictat- 
ing a dispatch for the Associated Press. The 
committee rooms at No. 141 BHighth-street could 
not be opened yesterday as planned. It was found 
that the room wanted had been rented to some 
commission merchants, and unless they retire 
the committee will have to find quarters else- 
where, At present the rooms of the Central 
Labor Union are utilized. Ali the labor organi- 
zations in the country will be assessed a small 
sum to ae campaign expenses. When all the 
pledges which have been circulated come in it is 
expected that 70,000 names will be found 
pledged to support Mr. George. 

The Fourth District Henry George Club met 
lastevening at No. 68 East Broadway and perfect- 
edits organization. Philip J. Scannell was chosen 
Chairman, and William 8. Young Secretary. 
About 50 persons were present. Over 100 have 
signed the rolls so far. The club is independent 
of any labor organization. 

The friends of Henry George in the Fourteenth 
Assembly District announced that they would 
hold an open-air mass meeting last evening at 
Avenue C and Thirteenth-street and a truck had 
been prepared for the speakers. About 60 men 
assembled there at the appointed time, but they 
found that the police would not allow the meet- 
ing to be held in the open air because no permit 
had been secured., The Committee on Arrange- 
ments said that they had first gone to the Police 
Commissioners, who referred them to the 
Mayor, and the Mayor told them it was 
out of his province, and advised them to 
notify the police of the precinct that 
a meeting would be held there. The committee 
did so, but were told at the Union Market sta- 
tion house that a special permit was necessary. 
The assembly, seeing that they could not have 
an open-air meeting, repaired to a neighboring 
saloon, where they were addressed by John 
Bealan, a workman in the Department of Public 
Works, who denounced both parties and the 
police, and declared that if the Democrats or Re- 
publicans at the pollsinterfered with the George 
voters in the counting of the votes they would 
be torn limb from ‘limb over the ballot boxes. 
Col. Hinton, the next speaker, said that if Mr. 
George were elected Avenue C. would be as well 
taken care of as Fifth-avenue. 

About 50 workingmen, representing nearlv as 
many different labor organizations,’ met last 
night at No. 855 Second-avenue and formed a 
Henry George Club for the Twentieth Assembly 
District. The future meetings of the club will be 
held, beginning next Saturday evening, at Leff- 
ler’s Hall, No. 1,021 Second-avenue. On the 
Tuesday following they will attend the Henry 
George meeting at Cooper Institute, and during 
the remainder of the campaign they will meet 
regularly every Tuesday evening. 

The second meeting in the Fifteenth Assembly 
District for the enrollment of yoters for Henry 
George was held at Mausman’s Union Hall, No. 
475 Ninth-avenue, last night. There were about 
200 present and several short speeches were 
made. The membership roll at the close of the 
meeting showed 87 names. They were all trades

SUBWAY PROGRESS. 


AN OBSTACLE TO WORK ON THE SEC- 
OND SECTION 

It was nearly 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon whena permit from the Department of 
Public Works for opening Sixth-avenue, below 
Twenty-third-street, for the second section of 
the subway conduits wasin the hands of Engi- 
neer Kearney. As a permit, however, it was not 
of much avail, since it differed materially from 
the first permit given by Mr. Squire. It gave 
permission to dig between 7and 12 feet from 
the curb, instead of from 5 to 12 feet as former- 


ly, and this straddled the workmen over two big 
gas mains, with two smaller pipes perplexingly 
near. Engineer Kearney was unable to remedy 
the difficulty yesterday, andthe workmen who 
had begun work, to keepto the letter of the 
contract, threw back the earth into the ditch 
and replaced the cobblestones. Strong efforts 
will be made to-day to have the five-foot limit 
restored, but the decision may be delayed until 
the action ot the Electric Lines Company against 
all concerned in the present conduit laying is 
argued before Judge Truax by Roger Foster on 
Thursday. 

Neither has any arrangement been made in 
regard to the material and character of the con- 
duits for the second section. Itis said by some 
that the Dorsett Company will have this sub- 
contract also. In order to try to satisfy the 
demand, the Dorsett Company has been ex- 
perimenting with new processes and new mate- 
rials. Last Friday afternoon, at its works, it ex- 
perimented with long paper tubes saturated 
with asphalt, which were laid in a concrete 
trough, and then molten asphalt was poured 
over them. This method, which is more rapid 
than the one now employed, is similar to the 
‘“‘prismaiic” system of the Averill Company, but 
the material made the experiment a failure. 
The Dorsett Company attributes the delay and 
roughness of many of the sections to the fact 
that it is for the first time making 12-hole con- 
duits, for which it has only two machines. 

Although the terms of the contract order a 
test every 200 feet, none has yet been made, and 
yet two parallel lines of conduit extend now 
from Twenty-fourth almost to Thirty-fourth 
street. The excuses are that the air pumps are 
not ready, and that a sufficient testis made be- 
fore the sections leaye the Dorsett Company’s 
yards. Chemical Expert A. R. Ledoux, how- 
ever, is not satisfied, and he announced yester- 
day that he was preparing an air pump and 
the proper corks, aud that in a few days 
he would make more tests in the yard of the Dor- 
sett Company, both of single conduits and of a 
connected line 250 feet long. What company 
will be called in to furnish conduits in the event 
of a change is most uncertain. It is asserted that 
Mr. Ledoux favors the material patented by the 
Averili Company and the simplicity of its plans. 
But President Averill declares that he would not 
take acontract under the Construction Company, 
and Mr. Johnstone, speaking for the North 
American Underground Company, says that he 
would not touch the matter. 

District Attorney Martine said yesterday 
that he had received papers from the Western 
Union Telegraph Company explaining its action 
in stringing wires on the elevated road tracks, 
but that the counsel for the Subway Commission- 
ers had not filed their specified charges, and 
until that was done he would take no action.

NOT LEGAILY MARRIED.

THE RESULT OF MRS. GORSLINE’S SUIT 
FOR SUPPORT. 

The suit of Mrs. Mary I. Gorsline against 
her husband, Jacob B. Gorsline, of Hastings, oc- 
cupied the attention of Justice Storms, at Dobbs 
Ferry, all yesterday morning. She had had her 
husband arrested a week ago for abandonment 
and non-support, and as he was unable to fur- 


nish the necessary bonds he had spent the inter- 
vening time in White Plains Jail. The plaintiff 
was represented by John O. Mott and the de- 
fendant by M. F. Elher, both of this city. Mrs. 
Gorsline’s father, mother, and daughter were 
with her. The defendant arrived from White 
Plains in charge of an officer. 

Mrs. Gorsline testified that she was married to 
Jacob B. Gorsline on March 4, 1885, and lived 
with him until Sept. 19, 1885, when she left him 
and went to her parents in Brooklyn, because 
his treatment was such that she could not live 
with him. He ordered her out of the house and 
threw her things out of the window, and threat- 
ened if she took ony proceedings against him to 
make him support her he would throw vitriol in 
her face and shoother. Since then he had not 
contributed one cent to her support. Under 
cross-examination she testified that she was 
married in 1870 to James H. Campbell. He ob- 
tained a divorce from her, “and,” she said, 
“it was through this man’s ointing 
to Mr. Gorsline}] intriguing and terfer- 
ing, and he broke up our happy home.” 
The witness was then asked where she was 
married to Mr. Gorsiine. ‘In Jersey City,” she 
answered. She was asked if Mr. Gorsline then 
knew that Mr. Campbell had obtained a divorce 
from her. Objection being made, the question 
was withdrawn, but it drew forth an argument 
which settled the case then and there. Mr. 
Mott showed thatit was the law of New-Jersey 
that where a divorced person, knowing her hus- 
band, who had obtained the divorce, was still 
living, went from New-York to New-Jersey and 
there got married, such marriage was null and 
void, and the parties stood in the same relation 
to each other as they did before the. ceremony 
was perforined. As this law fitted this case exact- 
ly the Judge decided that the plaintiff was not 
a to the defendant, and therefore 
could have no claim on him for support. He 
therefore dismissed the cause. This decision 
completely unnerved the plaintiff. She had also 
commenced a suit for divorce and alimony from 
Mr. Gorsiine, which this decision affects very 
materially.

SADNESS AT JEROME PARK 


ONE DAY OF RACING WITH- 
OUT ANY BETTING. 
A NEW WAY OF EVADING THE LAW TO 
BE TRIED TO-MORROW-—A STEEPLE- 
-CHaSE WITH MANY MISHAPS. 
Instead of the betting ring yesterday to 
occupy the attention of the people at Jerome 
Park a band of music was stationed in the ladies’ 
section of the grand stand to stimulate an inter- 
est in the races. The innovation was not popu- 
lar, and although the musicians blew their in- 
struments with due emphasis when occasion re- 
quired there was a sad lack of appreciation 
noticeable along the quarter stretch, with no 
cheers or applause for the winning horses. 
The “social element” that had been brought in 
at the inaugural meeting, 20 years ago, had yes- 


terday dwindled down to infinitesimal propor- 
tions. 


The police had been instructed to enforce the 
law vigorously and arrest any one found making 
a “book” of any kind. Inspector Byrnes and 
some 30 of his men were present, and there was 
little sign of life or activity within the betting 
inclosure. There were little groups of dis- 
gruntled men mourning over the decadence of 
the turf. There were whispered consultations 
and stolen glances at men who rested under the 
suspicion of being detectives. It was a funereal 
scene, and it only required a sense of grim humor 
in the leader of the band to give the occasion its 
fall significance by striking up the dead march 
in “Saul.” As the racing proceeded two men, re- 
joicing respectively in the names of Shaw and 
Brownie, attempted to do some surreptitious 


booking, but were incontinently hauled to the 
nearest station, and were subsequently released 
on furnishing bail, 

The first race was a dash of a mile, which, ow- 
ing to the conformation of the track, was started 
from a point halfafurlong above the regular 
intact. stand, and finished half a furlong below 

t, so that one portion of the spectators could not 
see the start and another portion could not see 
the finish.

Whatever may be therfeeling of Mr. Henry’ 
GEORGE, the declaration of Mr. Patrick 
Doopy .about- coercing * the union men to, 
vote.for Mr. GrorGE is!-very fully in har- 
mony with the spirit of: much—too much— 
of the trades unions’ action. Mr. Doopy, 
who is Chairman of the ‘Henry George 
‘Labor Party” inthe Third, Assembly Dis- 
trict, is reported to have said: ‘It won’t 
‘be hard to keep the -union men from ‘scab- 
bing’ it on election-day. Our books show 
where they live, and any one who votes 
with the old parties will be spotted, and 
we'll make it hot for him when election is 
over. Aman’s no good in the union who 
won't vote right.” If Mr. GtorGE really 
condemns this sentiment, as we have no 
doubt that he does, he should require Mr. 
Doopy to publicly retract or repudiate it. 
Even then it-will be hard to make all trades 
union men believe that it is not a-sentiment. 
that will be acted on. 

Nominations have already begun in va-- 
rious parts of this State both for mem- 
bers of Congress and for members of the 
Assembly. They seem to partake of the. 
customary character of contests among local 
politicians for ascendency in their various 
bailiwicks. The defeat of the aspirations 
of Senator Henry J. COGGESHALL to go 
to Congress. from the Oneida-Lewis dis- 
trict is cause for congratulation. 
Ex-Mayor SHERMAN, of. Utica, received 
the Republican nomination yesterday. The 
district is now represented by a Demo- 
crat in the person of JoHN T. SPRIGGs, 
~who is likely to be renominated. It would 
not bea matter for regret if WALTER L. 
Sessions, of the Thirty-fourth District, 
were to be defeated in the Republican Con- 
vention to-day. The part the Sessions 
family has taken in politicshas not been 
creditable to the party, and it could easily 
find a more worthy representative in the 
district, which includes the counties of 
Allegany, Cattaraugus, and Chautauqua.

While the authorities of IMlinois whose 
uty it is to suppress contagious diseases 
pmong:cattle are exhibiting their incompe- 
tence the plague which exists in the swill- 
‘milk stables of Chicago has appeared in 
Dakota, having been carried there two 
weeks ago from Illinois. In one herd 
near Mandan 10 animals have died and 40 
snore are affected, This shows that there 
was good ground for the anuxicty recently 


expressed by the International Range As- 
sociation. There is danger that the dis- 
sai Will break out in the great herds 
of the Northwest. Its appearance on the 
ranges would beacalamity. The authori- 
ties of Tlinois must be held responsible for 
its progress. Their desire to serve the own- 
ers of a herd. of slop-fed cows, whose milk 
has probably been the cause of sickness in 
Chicago, and whose destruction would be a 
blessing, has led. to the infection of cattle 
beyond the Mississippi. The disclosures 
recently made concerning the slaughtering 
of diseased cattle in Chicago show that 
there is great need of a careful system of 
inspection there. This is something which 
consumers of Chicago beef in other parts of 
the country should demand. 


The Fifth-avenue stages, which were yes- 
terday put into as complete operation as the 
condition of the pavement permits, ought 
to serve their purpose of keeping that ave- 
nue free from car tracks. The horses are 
said to be stronger and better than those 
used on the street railroads. There is 
no reason why the stages should not 
at least equal the very moderate speed 
made by the horsecars. Of course a vehicle 
cannot run quite as smoothly over even an 
asphalt pavement as if it ran on rails, and a 
block pavement is stillless comfortable. In 
all other respects, however, the managers of 
the stage line have it in their power to 
make their vehicles much more attractive 
than the street cars. 


Unwonted moderation marks the last 
news from the Rio Grande, that of a quar- 
rel at a dance on the Texas side, in which 
several men were killed or-wounded. Not 
long ago we might have had this incident 
called the invasion of American soil by 
armed Mexican forces, since, in fact, it was 
an inroad upon the entertainment by unin- 
vited Mexican guests thought to belong 
to El Coyote’s band of desperadoes. We 
should, perhaps, then have been told that 
the first blood had been shed in the new war, 
and that Texas had had her Lexington. 
Instead of this, the affray is described as 
‘a fight at a fandango,” and although the 
Mexican rioters had come from across the 
river, Gov. IRELAND sends no dispatch about 
it to Secretary Bayarp. All this may be 
said to show that a calmer spirit prevails on 
the Rio Grande. By the way, what has be- 
come of those companies of patriots who or- 
ganized a few weeks ago to carry the Amer- 
ican flag into Mexico, and to sound the 
long roll in the halls of the Montezumas ? 


The nomination of Congressman ROBERT 
S. GREEN for Governor by the Democratic 
Convention of New-Jersey yesterday seems 
to have been achieved by what is called 
“fine work” on the part of the politicians 
headed by Goy. ABBETT and Senator Mc- 
PHERSON. Thereis no doubt that GREEN 
had a larger support than any other candi- 
date for the nomination, but there is a good 
deal of doubt whether he had a major- 
ity of the delegates when the first 
ballot was taken. His supporters se- 
cured a great advantage in having the 
Chairman.in their favor, and the ruling by 
which the vote of Hudson County failed of 
correction until it had helped to carry 
him over the majority line and produced a 
stampede gave him the nomination which 
possibly he might not otherwise have ob- 
tained. Itisin Judge GrEEn’s favor that 
he was opposed by the old State House ring, 
and itis not unlikely that he will prove a 
more acceptable candidate than any of his 
competitors. The contestin the unusually 
noisy and obstreperous convention was 
among the politicians and represented no

MULLER AND FLYNN. 

We print this morning a fac simile of a 

letter which is—to use a favorite phrase of 
CARLYLE’s—“significant of much.” It¢ is 
typewritten, but corrected and signed by 
the hand of Maurice B. FLYNN and bears 
the letterhead of that person’s firm. It was 
addressed on the 8th of July to Roiir M. 
SQuiIRE’s Deputy Commissioner of Public 
Works and asked thataplace be given to 
the bearer, “ afriend of Judge DonoHuUE’s.” 
It shows, in the first place, that a prominent 
Judge of’ the Supreme Court is accustomed 
to seek his share in the distribution of 
patronage, going even so far as to use his 
influence to obtain employment for a stone- 
cutter. It is to be taken as an indication of 
what must have been the practice of this 
Judge in trying to get his “friends” 
into public employment through those who 
-were known to control such matters. It is 
to be noted also that Judge DONOHUE un- 
derstood to whom he must go for such 
“favors.” MAurRIcE B. FLyxNn held no 
public office and had no legitimate con- 
trol over employment upon the aqueduct 
or in the Department of Public Works, 
but the Judge evidently knew all about 
FLYNN’s power in the aqueduct ring and 
in the office of Mr. Squire, for it was to 
him that he sent his stonecutting friend 
for a place. FLYNN recognized the pro- 
priety of this, for he said: ‘‘ We are all 
anxious to do the Judge a favor.” ‘‘We” 
of course meant the combination that 
assumed to ¢orntrol the aqueduct work 
and the Department of Public Works and 
that had profitable contracts with the city 
and might find return favors from a Judge 
of the Supreme Court valuable. 

But thisis not the chief significance of 
the letter. When FLyNwn failed to get a 
place for Judge Dononur’s friend on the 
*acqueduct” (sic) within a week or so, the 
Judge appears to have sent to him the Goy- 
ernor’s friend and right-hand man, MULLER, 
to.expedite matters. Here was another rec- 
ognition of the source of power in the dis- 
tribution of patronage and employment in 
this city which is decidedly significant. 
Judge DONOHUE applied first to MAURICE 
B. FLYNN, @ man without official rela- 
tion to the public service, assuming 
that he was the chief local representative 
of the combination which had control of 
the distribution of favors of the kind he 
was seeking, and finding that it was with- 
out immediate effect went higher and in- 
voked the aid of MuLLER, who went per- 
sonally to FLYNN and suggested that he 
send the stonecutter toMr. Wiutzam VY. 
Smits, the dispenser of patronage for the 


curious light upon the hierarchy that was 
supposed to rule fh the giving out of em- 
ployment to please Judges and other elaiv- 
ants for political favors. 

Whois this man MULLER who was sup- 
posed to be so potent in the-distribution of 
favors? He is a Judge of the Court of 
Claims by appointment of Gov. Him. 
Now, the Court of Claims when it has any- 
thing to-do sits at Albany, and Judge MvuL- 
LER does not even belong in this part of 
the State at all. Not only does his judicial 
position give him no claim to exercise 
power or influence in local politics or local 
patronage here, but it makes it in the high- 
est degree improper and indecent for him to 
attempt to do so. But he was appointed to 
the Court of Claims, not for the pur- 
pose of performing judicial duties there, 
but to give him a salaried position 
with little to do, while he attended 
to the political work.of his former partner, 
Gov. Davin B..Hitu, and he has occupied 
his time since his appointment chiefly in 
that business. When the corrupt scheme of 
which the reorganization of the Aqueduct 
Commission was one feature and the exten- 
sion and control of the patronage of the 
Department of Public Works of this city 
was another was being pressed in the Legis- 
lature last Spring he was actively engaged 
in lobbying it through. He was the recog- 
nized representative of the Governor in this 
business, and it was through him that assur- 
ances were given that the scheme would be 
approved and carried out so far as the Ex- 
ecutive was concerned. 

This letter of Firynn’s shows plainly the 
relation which MULLER continued to hold 
to this scheme of corruption down to the 
disastrous exposure of SQUIRE’s compact 
with Fiynn. He came down here to take a 
handin the distribution of patronage and 
the giving out-of employment on the aque- 
duct and in the Department of Public 
Works as an incident of the bargain that 
had been made at Albany. He was anxious 
to do a favor for Judge DONOHUE, and this 
incident is only one indication of the work 
in which he was engaged and of his rela- 
tions with FLYNN and other members of the 
ring. 

And this man is still a member of the 
Democratic State Committee, having been 
put upon it, although a Judge of the Court 
of Claims, in order that he might have the 
advantage of membership in it in doing the 
dirty political work socongenial to him, 
while drawing a salary from the State. He 
assumes even to direct the’ action of the 
committee in so important a matter as the 
selection of a candidate for Judge of the 
Court of Appeals, which ought above all 
things to be done with clean hands and 
with a regard for the highest public in- 
terests. Can the committee or the party 
which it represents, with a responsibility 
greatly increased ,by the fact that no con- 
vention is to be held this year, afford to have 
this nomination made as the result of in- 
trigues carried out by an agent so discred- 
ited by his record and associations for the 
last eight months? That question is to be 
answered by the committee to-day in full 
view of the responsibility which it is called 
upon to exercise. 


DEMOCRATS AND THE PRESIDENT. 

The State Convention of the Democrats of 
Connecticut was mainly noteworthy for the 
heartiness with which the presiding officer 
praised the President and for the hearti- 
ness with which his eulogy was re- 
ceived by the convention. The resolu- 
tion which dealt with the Administration 
was also explicit and outspoken. In this 
respect it is in gratifying contrast to the 
resolution about labor, which wabbles and 
straddles in the usual manner of platform 
makers who have not'thought much on the 
subject of their declarations and do not dare 
to say what they do think for fear of of- 
fending somebody. Platforms of this kind 
never gain votes, though they may prevent 
the loss of some. 

Nobody supposes that the professional 
politicians attached to the Democratic Party 
in Connecticut or in any other State really 
approve the course of the Administration in 
regard to all thatis characteristic in its do- 
ings. The main fact about the Administra- 
tion is that the President has made an 
honest, a continuous, and in a great measure. 
a successful effort to carry out the: 
reform of the civil service by refusing to 
remove office holders except for cause and 
by refusing to appoint office seekers except 
for cause. The politicians who have been 
brought up to think that offices are the 
agencies by which parties are to be kept to- 
gether as well as rewards for party work. 
are even yet honestly unable to conceive 
how parties are to be maintained if the 
offices are not used for this purpose. Demo- 
crats might indeed learn something from 
the fact that theirown party has survived 
the quarter of a century during which 
scarcely an avowed member of it was ap- 

pointed to a.Federal office. The,professional 
politicians have naturally been the last 
men in the country to learn this obvious 
lesson. When at last a Democratio Admin- 
istration came in the spoilsmen of the party 
had already in their minds pursued and 
overtaken the enemy and divided the spoil. 
When they learned that the divisible spoil 
would scarcely be worth talking about, and 
not at all worth quarreling about, they 
must have received that knowledge with 
chagrin and disgust. 

The spoilsmen, however, are perfectly 


aware that the great majority of the voters. 


in any party must be composed of men who 
are neither office holders nor office seekers, 
and who have always got and expect al- 
ways to get their livings from some other 
calling than politics. They are aware, also, 
that the President, by simply showing an 
honest and courageous determination to do 
his duty and to keep his promises, has 
gained the confidence of this great ma- 
jority more completely than it has 
been commanded by any other President 
since LINCOLN. This is a fact which the 
Democratic politicians cannot afford to ig- 
nore. However little they have to expect 
from such a Democratic Administration as 
this, they have even less to expect from any 
Republican Administration whatsoever. 
Certainly they can have no hope of 


Department of Public Works, This sheds a | 
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porting. his Administration before the pub- 
lic to the best of their ability. A party 
whict should disown an Administration 
that had beén brought into existence by 
itself, and had become so strong and 
popular as to do much toward redeeming 
the party in the opinion of impartial on- 
lookers, would not have the smallest chance 
of choosing another. 
It does not take much acuteness to see 
this, and the Democratic politicians who 
profess themselves loyal to the Administra- 
tion do not deserve any higher compliment 
to their sagacity than to be told that they 
are not absolutely political idiots. It is 
doubtful if even this moderate eulogy can 
truthfully be bestowed upon the journals 
which profess to be in some sense Demo- 
cratic organs,and which are yet evidently 
conducted with the view of paying off the 
personal grudges which their conductors 
harbor against the President. 


NEW-YORK ON TRIAL. 

The real issue in the Mayoralty canvass 
in this-city is whether the people of New- 
York are capable-of managing their own af- 
fairs. By recent and gradual changes in the 
charter a considerable approach has been 
made toward giving the people of the city 
the power to conduct their business for 
themselves if they choose to do so. The 
principle is not yet fully applied, brit 
enough power with enough responsibil- 
ity has been concentrated in the 
hands of. the Mayor to make his selec- 
tion practically conclusive as to good 
administration in the city. Not only has 
the law been changed to enable this to be 
done, but the people have had the supreme 
evidence of experience that the changes 
works well. Mayor GRACE has used the in- 
creased powers of the office with integrity, 
intelligence, and firmness. He has proved 
thatthe right kind of a Mayor can at any 
time give the city good government. It 
needs no proof that these increased powers 
would be as evil in the hands of a bad or 


weak Mayor as they are good in those of an | 


upright and able one. ; 

Nor is this direct concentration of power 
in the Mayor’s hands the only change that 
has been made. The civil service law of 
1884, with its amendments, has provided 
for filling all vacancies in the subordinate 
positions in the city service by open compe- 
tition, and this new system has been fairly 
established and thoroughly maintained by 
Mayor Grace. Whether it is to be contin- 
ued oris to be abandoned or evaded de- 
pends solely on the character of the next 
Mayor. A mere spoilsman or one friendly 
to the spoilsmen in the Mayor’s office would 
bring the reform system to disaster. No 
outside vigilance could prevent it. We 
should then have not only the old spoils 
methods again in full force, but we should 
have the means provided by law to defeat 
and abolish those methods perverted to the 
advancement of the spoilsmen. It is no 
small matter for the honest taxpayers of 
New-York whether their interests are to be 
again turned over to the “‘ heelers” of parti- 
san factions. It is not a question of econo- 
my only, butof decency and honesty against 
corruption and demoralization. 

These are questions for the independent 
citizens of New-York to decide. The ma- 
chines in city politics were never so weak as 
they now are. They never before had so 
little profitable patronage in their posses- 
sion, and what is of more consequence, they 
never had so little in control which they 
can promise to distribute. Their only hope 
isin putting up a machine man for Mayor 
to get back what they have lost. It isa 
tempting prize. Their struggle for it will 
be desperate, because.it is almost their last 
chance. It is worth just as much to decent 
men to defeat them as it is to the machine 
politicians to win. They may have to work 
hard to accomplish it, but the result lies 
with them. 


UNJUSTLY TAXED. 

No one who is familiar with the manner 
in which property in New-York County has 
been assessed by the State Assessors for 
State taxes heretofore will be surprised to 
learn that the protests and carefully pre- 
pared statements recently submitted to the. 
board by the authorities of this city have. 
been disregarded. At the meeting of the. 
State Board of Equalization, held yes-. 
terday, the Assessors ‘submitted their 
valuations, and their report shows that 
New-York County has again been treated 
with gross injustice. But could any other: 
result have been expected? If the Assess-; 
.ors had admitted the fairness of the coun- 
ty’s plea and reduced their valuation they 
would thereby have confessed that for years 
they have been exacting excessive taxes 
from the county for the benefit of the other 
counties of the State. The gentlemen from 
Cattaraugus, Jefferson, and Dutchess did 
not propose to convict themselves. 

Their report is a curiosity in its way. The 
lists of sales submitted by this county to 


show how other counties had been favored, 


at our expense was official and trustworthy. 
They had been compiled with great care 
from records attested by county officers. 
But the Assessors say that they are “ almost 
wholly worthless.” To offset this assertion 


and clear the way for an arbitrary valua-. 


tion they add that the sales lists submitted 
by the outside counties are also almost 
wholly worthless. Having in this way dis- 
credited the sworn statements of tax officers 
throughout the State the gentlemen from 
Cattaraugus, Jefferson, and Dutchess go to 


work in their old way, putting on the shoul-. 


ders of this county a burden it ought not to 
bear and reducing the valuations in their 
own and other counties. 

It should be observed that while for 
convenience the Assessors discredit the 
evidence submitted by the counties they 
are always ready to assume that the valua- 
tions made for local taxation by the officers 
of this county are too low, and that the 
valuations made for the same purpose in 
other counties are too high. In 1883 they 
kindly reduced the local valuations of 
thirteen counties (Albany, Cattaraugus, 
Cayuga, Chautauqua, Erie, Jefferson, 
Monroe, Niagara, Onondaga, Ontario, 
‘Oswego, St. Lawrence, and Steuben) 
by $129,050,1984, and then added 
$108,752,510 to the local valuation of 
New-York County, In 1884 the same thir- 

i teen counties were favored by a reduction 


| variably told, in the face of the 
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of $123,488,278, and ‘New-York’s burden 


was increased by $118,919,639. In 1885 
the thirteen counties were relieved by a re- 
duction of $113,842,267, and almost the 
same amount, $112,148,890, was added to 
the local valuation of this county. The re- 
duction this year in twelve of these coun- 
ties is $88,978,326, while New-York’s yal- 
uation has been increased by the addition 
of $99,973,926. By what method the 
representatives of Cattaraugus, Jefferson, 
and Dutchess determine the amount to be 
taken from interior counties and loaded 
upon this county we cannot say. Proba- 
bly it would puzzle them to describe it. 
But it is a method by which they attain the 
desired result by compelling this city, which 
has been for many years unable to obtain a 
representative in their board, to pay almost 
exactly one-half of the State taxes, or a sum 
greater*by hundreds of thousands of dollars 
than its just share. 

Assessors who have used this method year 
after year will not abandon it in response to 
the protests of those whom they injure. No 
just equalization can be obtained so long as 
the present Assessors continue in office. The 
county of New-York should strive with all 
its power to obtain in the board the repre- 
sentation to which it is entitled, and of 
which it has been deprived for twenty years. 


The American stage has been used to

6étnéts, and trial phtante are exempt from duty 
ascoverings under the provisions of section 
7 of the Tariff act andof the Supreme Court 
decision in the Oberteutffer case. These articles 
have heretofore been assessed at the rate 
of 100 per cent. ad valorem as. cover- 
ings “designed for use otherwise than in 
the bona fide transportation of goods im- 
ported to the United States.” Judge Jenks says 
that the coverings in question were clearly not 
intended to evade duty, as they are the usual 
and eetitery coverings for such instruments, 
and, although they may be intended for cover- 
ings for the same after they shall have been im- 
ported, there isno reason to believe that they 
were designed for any further use or for sale 
separately as commodities. This decision also 
—— to leather and wooden cases for opera 
and marine glasses and telescopes, leather cases 
for pipes. razor cases, Violin boxes, cases con- 
taining flutes, clarionets, and a great variety of 
other instruments and articles. 


Civil Service Commissioner Oberly had a con- 
sultation with the President yesterday upon the 
new civil service rules.

will have the effect of removing the custody of 
applications from the appointing officers. All 
candidates for appointments will be required to 
file their applications with the local examining 
boards. The revision of the rules as submitted 
by the commission will, itis stated, receive the 
approval of the President. 


PEACE AFTER THE STORM. 


EX-ALDERMAN M’QUADE RESTORES HAR- 
MONY IN THE FOURTEENTH DISTRICT. 
There has been trouble brewing in the 

ranks of the County Democrats of the Four- 

teenth District ever since Maurice B. Flynn re- 
signed his position as Chairman of the district 
organization. Frank Lowe, a young and ambi- 
tious clerk in a Canal-street furniture store, was 
selected to fill the vacant position, but his elec- 
tion proved distasteful to Leo Sonneberg and 
about 25 other members, and they left the or- 
ganization ina body.

Then a young man, 
who eke: a seat on the platform, yelled as 
foudly as his wae would permit: 

‘‘T nominate a loyal Democrat, and his name 
is—is—is—” here he faltered, and. after hai ge ane 
‘ing toa young man who occupied a seat close 
by, he continued: “ Albert O. Weigand.” 

Instantly there was a shout of “ Weigand! 
Weigand !” oe the young man smiled, 
and Weigand was clected by acclamation. 

There were several persons present, however, 
who were not favorably disposed to the new 
Chairman, and one of this number, John Mc- 
Christol, made known his feelings by leaving the 
hall. He was followed by McQuade, who 
caught the bolter by the coat tail and poured 
kind words into his ears. McChristol finally 
succumbed to the wishes of the ex-Alderman) 
and returned. Delegates to the County Com- 
mittee were chosen, after which some addresses 
were to have been made, but the meeting ended 
suddenly and the speakers did not have an op- 
portunity to display their talent. A German 
saloon keeper placed two kegs of beer on tap in 
the rear of the hall and stood ready, glasses in 
hand, to dispense the ambercolored beverage. 
All interest in the proceedings was lost, and 
when the German filled a glass and sampled 
the beer it proved too much for the thirsty 
followers of McQuade. Some one moved to ad- 
journ, but before the Chairman could take a vote 
a break was made for the kegs and the meeting 
was over. Aibert Weigand, the new Chairman, 
is @ young brushmaker. He has been connected

—- vote. Three years ago he was a candi- 

ate for member of the Legislature, but was 
beaten by John E. Donnelly, a Tammany Hall 
man.

RAIDS BY INDIANGY.

north several days ago, ana the news would in- 
dicate that they were the ones who made the 
raid. The Crows certainly nave had provocation 
enough to raid the Piegans, who for years have 
been raiding their ranges at will and escaping 
without punishment.

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NOT FOR FARMER LYNDE 


HOW MR. PARKER SAVED HIS 
SEAT IN CONGRESS. 

A BITTER FIGHT IN THE JEFFERSON- 

ST. LAWRENCE DISTRICT—FARMER 
LYNDE’S PROSPECTS RUINED. 


PoTspDAM, Sept. 28.—One of the bitterest 
contests éver waged in Northern New-York has 
just been brought to a close, and the Congres- 
sional nomination, in which it had its origin, 

. will be given to Congressman A. X. Parker, who 
has already representeu the district in Congress 
six consecutive years. Mr. Parker’s opponent 
was former State Senator Dolphus Lynde. Mr. 
Lynde began his canvass while Mr. Parker was 
still on duty in Washington, visiting neighbor 
after neighbor, and circulating statements derog- 
atory to the official capacity of the Congress- 
man and laudatory of his own zeal for the farm- 
ers’ weal. He managed to misstate Mr. Parker’s 
position on the Oleomargarine bill, and that 
gentleman was obliged to take to the stump in 
self-defense days in advance of the holding of 
the caucuses, an unheard-of procedure in this 
Republican stronghold. 

Mr. Lynde circulated industriously among the 
small towns of St. Lawrence County, and the 
principal arguments he advanced why he should 
be nominated by the Republicans may thus be 
briefly summarized: Farmer Lynde had between 
200 and 300 cows, and Mr. Parker, being a law- 
yer and having none, knew, therefore, nothing 
of the needs of the honest dairymen; Lawyer 
Parker was under obligations to Farmer 
Lynde for past political favors, and had act- 
vally promised to help him secure the 
nomination; Lawyer Parker had once voted 


for a River and Harbor bill which was 
generally and justly condemned. Armed with 
these arguments and with others of a more 
ae nature, said to have been carriedin a 
arge leather wallet, Farmer Lynde made the 
grandrounds. The history of his wanderings and 
of his numerous purchases would make interest- 
ing reading. He appearsto have made several 
investments which turned out badly, and he 
surely can have no more use for some of his pos- 
sessions. Itis rumored that he is ready to dis- 
pose, on easy terms, of a controlling inter- 
est in a number of newspapers, old presses, 
and wrong-font delegates who made a very bad 
impression when brought into actual service. 

He cut a swath through his county like a 
young cyclone, and Mr. Parker had not the 
slightest difficulty in getting upon his trail, 
though it proved another matter to head him off, 
and one requiring the exercise of great ingenuity 
and violent personal exertion. Farmer Lynde 
captured both the Gouverneur newspapers, and 
every week they bristled in hia defense. He got 
hold of the Antwerp and the Philadelphia news- 
papers, which were controlled by one man, and 
through this Siamese notzle he squirted mud 
and water at the pursuing Congressman. The 
latter sent three challenges to him to’ halt 
and have a joint debate, but Farmer Lynde was 
having a happier time inspiring brevier articles, 
and it was only when his friends said people 
were beginning to think him cowardly that he 
came down oft bis editorial peg and consented to 
consider the challenge. At last he concluded to 
enter the lists. The place was designated for the 
first encounter, the crowd gathered, and the law- 
yer patted his bald head and impatiently waited 
tor the fray. On the horizon was the dim figure 
ot Farmer Lynde. He had got within three 
miles of the spot, had hesitated, and was 
lost. His figure eres in a cloud of 
dust. His horses had at his command dragged 
their master away. But his friends insisted and 
he finally met the Potsdam favorite at Colton. 
His speech was bad enough, and his ersonal al- 
lusions to the Congressman shocked his audi- 
ence. To cap the climax he had it printed. His 
blunderbuss now did execution at its breech. 
The lawyer set himself straight before the farm- 
ers in a very short period of time. } 

Mr. Parker had as advocates the leading news- 
paper in this section, the Ogdensburg Journal, 
and all the weeklies of the county, big and little, 
save those already indicated. The moral senti- 
ment of the county seemed for once to be 
aroused. It was generally understood that the 
farmer was making a money canvass as well as 
am abusive one. The success of Gen. Curtis in 
running as @ stump candidate for the As- 
sembly a year ago had made bolting 
not exactly popular but admissible under 
certain circumstances, and there Was 
talk of bolting all around if the farmer got the 
delegates and then the nomination. Fred Lan- 
sing, a former colleague in the Senate, had the 
Congressional delegates of Jefferson County, 
and Farmer Lynde, it was reckoned, if he 
couldn’t be nominated himself, could turn over 
enough delegates to Gladstone Lansing to 
secure him the coveted honor. The Watertown 
Times contributed nothing to the cheerful- 
ness of Gladstone’s canvass one morning by 
notifying him that it might support him 
if he was nominated, and then joining the other 
friends of Mr. Parkerin the general fusillade. 
Exchange editors aaa throughout the State 
have perused with astonishment the columns of 
the St. Lawrence and Jefferson newspapers dur- 
ing the past six weeks. They have seen sleepy 
contemporaries suddenly bound into a state of 
virulent activity. All regard for the feelings of 
contributors of cord wood and cabbages seemed 
to have sunk entirely out of sight in the frenzied 
desire to clutch some other editor by the throat. 

The tension was loosened and the editors re- 
Jeased their grip on one another last Friday, 
when the convention of the Second Assembly 
District concluded its labors. Mr, Parker had 
in that convention seveu of the 12 towns in the 
district, and their representatives selected as 
the deiegates of the Second Assembly District 
to the Congressional Convention, to be held at 
Gouverneur Oct. 6, four stanch Parker men. 
Mr. Parker already had the delegates of his own 
district, the third. George Gleason, who has 
labored for Farmer Lynde in the First, or Oz- 
densburg, District, concedes that the contest is 
settled, and he will offer no_ objection 
to the election of four more Parker delegates at 
the First District Convention, to be held next 
Thursday. Then Mr. Parker, with his 12 dele- 
gates, will meet Gladstone Lansing with his 8 
delegates, and anybody familiar with politics 
can guess who will play the réle of lion, which 
of the twain will furnish the lamb, and what 
positions they will respectively occupy when 
they come to lie down together. Mr. Parker will 
go back to Washington a more pronounced 
enemy of oleomargarine than ever, aud he will 
carefully avoid in future all River and Harbor 
bills that are conspicuously bad, unless they 
contain an appropriation for some streamlet or 
harborlet in St. Lawrence County. 

The same friendly current that bore Mr. Parker 
the Congressional delegates from the Potsdam 
district conveyed to ex-Speaker George Z. Erwin 
his sixth nomination for the Assembly. There 
is no possibility of his defeat on election day, so 
strongly Republican is the district. Mr. Erwin 
says he has not yet made up his mind whether 
he will be a candidate for Speaker. He adds 
that it he is a candidate it will be ‘‘on his own 
hook this time.” The odds are in favor of Mr. 
Erwin again ooo a candidate, aud of his hav- 
ing the support of those anti-Warner Miller Re- 

ublicans who dabble in politics. Thomas C.

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A TRAIN WREOKED. 


ONE PERSON KILLED AND SEVERAL 
OTHERS SERIOUSLY INJURED. 

Hinspa.eg, IIL, Sept. 28.—The Sterling 
passenger train on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad, while running east this morn- 
ing at about the rate of 30 miles an hour, broke 
a rail just east of a little station called 
Greggs, and the entire train, except the en- 
gine and tender, was thrown from the track 
and rolled down a 15-foot embankment. The 
train consisted of the engine, tender, smoking 
coach, chair car, and two ordinary passenger 
coaches. The rear coaches left the track first, 
pulling the others down with them. One coach 
was entirely overturned and lay upside down at 
the bottom of the ditch, trucks and wheels in 


the air. The other coaches were on their sides, 
everything being badly proken up and present- 
ing a fearfu lly demoralized apyserence. 

One passenger was killed—a Mrs. D. M. Bald- 
win, a middle-aged lady of Rock Falls, Tll. She 
was found underthe rear coach and from ap- 
pearances must have been instantly killed. She 
appeared to have fallen partly from the car 
window as the coach was overturned, as her head 
had been caught underthe train and terribly 
crushed, being nearly served from her body. 
The following passengers received injuries 
more or less serious: The Rev. J. Harlacher, 
of Naperville, Il., received several sca’p wounds 
and was bruised about the head; rs. G. 8. 
Woods, of Amboy, Ill, had an ear cut and was 
badly bruised on her right side; Mrs. George 
Cooley, of Downer’s Grove, was cut about the 
face and had one leg badly bruised; Mrs, 8.

CIGAR MEN IN CONFERENCE. 


SECOND SESSION OF THE MANUFACTUR- 
ERS’ MEETING. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 28.—This morning 
the second session of the convention of the Cigar 
Manufacturers’ Association was opened in the 
Continental Hotel. President Edward Hemans 
presided. Joseph Oppenheim, Chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions, reported that the 
resolution first in order had reference to exist- 
ing trademarks, and was to the effect *‘ that all 
members be requested to register all their ex- 
isting and future trademarks in the Label 
Bureau of the Legal Protective Association of 
New-York.” The resolution was adopted. Mr. 


Oppenheim explained that there was nothing 
compulsory about the resolution. A discussion 
ensued and occupied the time of the convention 
for overanhour. The ultimate result was the 
adoption of the resolution. James M. Jeitles, of 
Philadelphia, offered the next resolution, the 
rejection of which was recommended by 
committee. It was to the effect 
that representatives in Congress be requested 
to usettheir votes and influence toward the re- 
peal of all laws and parts of laws relating to the 
internal revenue taxes now impused on cigars 
made in the United States, and that such repeal 
take effect from the lst of Maynext. Mr. Jeitles 
said that manufacturers in New-York favor the 
perpetuation ot the tax in order that the boxes 
of cigars shall show on the surface a legal and 
unmistakable evidence of the factory and locali- 
ty from whence the cigars originated. 

Mr. Tiehman, of New-York, said he was op- 
posed to the adoption of the resolution. Several 
members from New-York protested against the 
assumption that the New-York manufacturers 
were as a class in favor of the retention of the 
tax, and a motion to postpone indefinitely the 
consideration of the resolution was agreed to by 
the casting vote of the Chairman, 20 having 
voted for and 20 against its adoption. 

Resolutions were adopted asking for the pas- 
sage of a national bankruptcy law and favoring 
abolishing the stamp on imported cigars. A reso- 
lution was also adopted in favor of establishing 
a technical school of apprenticeship wherein the 
making of cigars in a workmanlike manner sball 
be taught to ae who shall be bound to 
serve for periods of time stipulated. 

An Executive Committees was tnen ap) ointed 
consisting of Edward Hyman, New-York, Chair- 
man; David Hirech, New-York; Frank Melroy, 
New-York; R. Monne, Albert Gumbert. of Phila- 
delphia; Oscar Fuller, Springfield, N. Y.; Solo- 
mon Roth, Cincinnati; B. Barron, Baltimore, and 
George C. Fraine, Reading.

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EVENTS BEYOND THE OCEAN 


WHAT IS TALKED OF IN THE 
BRITISH METROPOLIS. 
ANOTHER DENIAL ABOUT THE FISHERY 
TREATY —MR. BEECHER ENTER- 

TAINED—LEAGUE AND EVICTIONS. 

Lonpon, Sept. 28.—The Foreign Office 
andthe United States Legation authorize the 
statement that the report telegraphed from Ot- 
tawa that a new fishery treaty had been effected 
between the United States and Canada is an en- 
tire fabrication, and that no such treaty has heen 
proposed by either Government. 

The commission appointed to inquire into the 
causes of the depression in trade has been sum- 
moned to meet Oct. 10 to elaborate its final re- 
port. 

The Princes of Wales recently wrote to Earl 
Cadogan, Chairman of the Colonial Exhibition 
Committee, begging that the funds collected for 
a testimonial to the Prince be applied for the 
benefit of the Imperial Institution of the Colonies 
and India projected to commemorate her 
Majesty’s jubilee year. At a meeting of the Ex- 
hibition Committee it was unanimously resolved 
to acquiesce in the Prince’s desire. 

The Congregational Board of Ministers form- 
ally entertained the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher 
and wife this afternoon in Memorial Hall, in Far- 
ringdon-street. The entertainment was begun 
with a “ tea” and concluded with a ‘“‘ meeting.” 
The Rev. John Nunn, President of the board, 
presided and presented Mr. Beecher with an ad- 
dress of welcome in behalf of the Congregation- 


alists of England, to which the American ceray- 
man replied in an eloguentand characteristic 
manner. 

Mr. Timothy Harrington announced at the 
fortnightly meeting of the Irish National League 
at Dublin to-day that since the last meeting 
$15,000 in donations had been received by him 
as Treasurer. He added that an enormous in- 
crease in evictions throughout Ireland must now 
be expected, and said that the League would de- 
vote all donations received to the work of reliev- 
ing persons evicted. Mr. John Dilhon said that 
peace in Ireland now depended on the action of 
the landlords. Two thousand families were now 
under notice of eviction. The Winter was com- 
ing, and it was already imperative that the Irish 
people should combine and help one another to 
resist within the law the attempted tyranny of 
the landlords, final victory being certain if this 
resistance was maintained. Mr. Dillon said in 
concluding that the tenants would accept the 
Ashbourne act asa@sop, but would resist coer- 
cion. Mr. Joseph E. Kenny, member of Parlia 
ment for Cork, said the tenants would fight with 
eel backs to the wall against threatened evic- 
tions. 

Advices from Hong-Kong state that there is a 
dispute between the Methodist and Catholic 
missionaries in China as to which denomination 
is responsible for the indiscretions that incited 
the recent wholesale massacre of Christians in 
the province of Se-Chuen. The Catholic Bishop 
of Chun-Khing has attributed the outbreak to 
the indiscreet conduct of the Methodists. The 
latter, however, declare that in Chun-Khing the 
inassacre of the native Christians and the de- 
struction of their churches and property were 
due entirely to the popular indignation aroused 
by the Catholic Bishop, who, the Methodists say, 
persistently used yellow tiles in the construction 
of his new cathedral, in spite of repeated warn- 
ings that it was dangerous to do so, because it 
outraged the native faith by making common 
use of a color venerated as sacred and reserved 
exclusively for the use of the Emperor. 

Mr. Gladstone’s daughter. wife of the Rev. 
Henry Drew, is seriously il), and thereis great 
anxiety at Hawarden about the outcome of her 
illness.

TWO SOCIALIST RIOTS. 

Paris, Sept. 28.—A riot took place to-day 
during the unveiling and dedication of the 
statue of Armand Barbes, the Red Republican 
colleague of Blanqui, at Carcassonne, in the de- 
partment of Aude. The committee having 
the ceremonies in charge were nearly all Mod- 
eratists. The revolutionists became provoked 
at this predominance in the case of sucha con- 
spirator as Barbes, whom they regarded as one 
of their creed, and attempted to control the 
demonstration themselves. In this they were 
resisted by the committee, assisted by the 


police. The revolutionists gathered reinforce- 
nents and made an open fightfor control of the 
situation. Witn red flags flying they assaulted the 
inclosed site, breaking down the barriers, tramp- 
ling over the women and children, and driving 
the Moderatists and their police allies away from 
the place. 


LErpsic, Sept. 28.—Four hundred Social- 
ists to-day made a demonstration by marchin 
through the streets with the expelled Socialis 
leader Schumann at their head, waivng red flags 
and denouncing the Government. he police 
attacked the procession and attempted tocapture 
the red flags. The Socialists beat the officers 
back after a stubborn fight, in which many on 
both sides were wounded. The police were re- 
enforced and returned. This time they succeeded 
in completely dispersing.the Socialists, captur- 
ing seven of them, Schumann included. 


RUSSIA’S BULGARIAN DEMANDS. 

Sorta, Sept. 28.—The Bulgarian Ministry 
are still discussing Russia’s demands as made 
through Gen. Kaulbars, that the political prison- 
ersin Bulgaria be released, the state of siege 
raised, and all parties be permitted to vote freely 
for the Great Assembly to elect a successor to 
Prince Alexander, in return for the Czar’s pro- 


tection. Itis understood that the Ministry will 
courteously tell Gen. Kaulbars that they regret 
they are unable to comply with Russia’s de- 
mands, because compliance would involve viola- 
tions of the Bulgarian Constitution. 

Gen. Kaulbars’s note to the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment does not ask that the elections be post- 

oned. It simply asks that the plotters be re- 
eased and allowed to leave the ey and that 
the state of siege be raised. e verbally ex- 
plained that it would be politic to postpone the 
elections as the Czar desires; that the nation 
might choose any Prince neue Alexander, 
whose election Russia would forcibly resist. 
There is an impression that the mildness of Gen. 
Kaulbars is calculated to enlist sympathy with 
the Russian party. 


St. PETERSBURG, Sept. 28.—It is semi- 
officially announced that no international com- 
plications over the Bulgarian question are immi- 
nent; that the Cabinets controlling the question 
are decidedly in favor of preserving peace; that 
Russia recognizes the difticulty the Bulgarians 
must encounter in electing a successor to Prince 
Alexander, and that pending this election Rus- 
sia will occupy her time in carefully watching 
England’s action in Constantinople.

LITIGATION IN OHIO. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 28.—An crder 
was made to-lay in the United States court, 
Judges Jackson and Sage sitting, favorable to 
the Cincinnati, Sandusky and Cleveland Rail- 
road Company as to the amount of rent to be 
paid by the Indiana, Bloomington and Western 
Railroad Company for the section of road be- 
tween Dayton and Springfield. This piece of 
road was under lease to the Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis Railroad Com- 
pany at the time the entire Cincinnati, Sandusky 
and Cleveland Line was leased to the 
Indiana, Bloomington and Western Rail- 
road Company. The Indiana, Bloomington 
and Western Company were to pay 
3313 per cent. of the ecross earnings 
of the entire line as rent. The lease to the 
C., C., C. and [. was for 35 per cent. of the gross 
earnings of the short section of the road which 
they used. The Indiana, Bloomington and West- 
ern Company could not use this section of road 
to advantage, and the I.,C., C. and I. Company 
continued to occu it also. The Indiana, 
Bloomington and estern Company collected 
the 35 per cent. from theC., C., C. and I. Com- 
pany, but accounted for only 334 per cent. of 
the 35 per cent., instead of accounting to the 
Cleveland, Sandusky and Cincinnat Com- 
pany for 3313 per cent. of the 100 
per cent. gross earnings reported to 
them by the C., CG, C. and I. Company. 
The matter was taken into courton a suit by 
the Cincinnati, Sandusky and Cleveland Com- 
pany for the difference for the first six months, 
and enn was secured for $40,000, which 
has been aftirmedin the Supreme Court. The 
rent, which has since accrued, with interest 
added to this judgment makes the entire in- 
debtedness of the Indiana, Bloomington and 
Western Company to the Cincinnati, Sandusky 
and Cleveland Company about $350,000. On 
account of this decision of the court the Indiana, 
Bloomington and Western Road was placed in 
the hands of Charles E. Henderson, as Receiver. 
Mr. Henderson had been the General Manager 
of the road. 

The decision to-day was that the court would 
not retain the leased road without complying 
with the requirements of the lease with respect 
to rents due, and the Receiver was order to 
pay to the court 3315 per cent. of the gross 
earnings on the basis of the Supreme Court de- 
cision, which includes 332g per cent. of the 
gross earnings of the division in question, and 
the Receiver was warned not to act as a par- 
tisan on pain of removal. The Indiana, Bloom- 
ington and Western Company was also ordered 
to put the leased line in first-class condition, and 
if necessary to use the earnings of the Indiana, 


Bloomington and Western Company’s main line 
in doing so.

JOHN F. ANDREW TALKED OF 
FOR GOVERNOR. 
A STRONG DRIFT TOWARD THE FAMOUS

Boston, Sept. 28.—Among the Demo- 
cratic leaders, says the Post, there is a strong 
drift toward young John F. Andrew as the 
Democratic standard bearer in the coming elec- 
tion. It is by no means certain that this gentle- 
man will be nominated, but a deal of support 's 
coming to him from unexpected quarters, and 
the feeling is growing that, with Senator Doug- 
las mm the second place on the ticket, they’are 
the men who can make the biggest inroads on 
the Republican vote, while holding the 
Democratic vote with the most enthusi- 
astic unanimity. Mr. Grinnell and Mayor 
Russell have both stated that they 
do not care for the nomination if stronger names 
than theirs can be put upon the ticket, and it 


would not be surprising to have one of them 
move and the other second the unanimous nom- 
ination of Senator Andrew at the convention on 
Thursday. Mayor Russell was in conference 
yesterday with Mr. Maguire and Gen. Collins at 
the office of the latter, and expressed even more 
strongly than heretofore his disinclination to 
run, although he did not say that he would 
decline a nomination if it was tend- 
ered to him. Mr. Andrew is not 
specially desirous of the nomination, but 
it is understood that he would not decline it if, 
by accepting, he could ,serve the party or the 
Commonwealth.

SURE TO NOMINATE AMES. 

THE MASSACHUSETTS REPUBLICANS AND 
THEIR PLANS. 

Boston, Sept. 28.—The headquarters of 
the Republican State Committee and the various 
parlors at the Tremont House, where cer- 
tain candidates are entertaining their 
friends, have been thronged with guests 
this evening. On every hand the nomi- 
nation of Lieut.-Gov. Ames in to-morrow’s 
convention for the first place on the Republican 
ticket is concluded. Ames will probably be 
nominated on the first ballot. He does not care 
for a nomination by acclamation, although he is 


strong enough to get this if he desired, but will 
insist upon a formal ballot. This confines the dele- 
gates to the second place as a topic of discussion 
and for this, Speaker J. Q. A. Brackett and Sena- 
tor Haile, of Springtield, are the prominent candi- 
dates.

The western part of the State as 
usual is making a fight for this place, and the 
general tendency to concede something to them 
is the one element in Haile’s favor. 

Protracted sessions of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions were held this afternoon and evening, 
and the platform only lacks a final revision be- 
fore its presentation to the convention. Perhaps 
the principal feature of the platform will be 
the plank advocating constitutional prohibition, 
and this will be one of the principles laid 
down unless it is killed in convention. 
A strong delegation was on hand with 
the draft of the resolutions adopted by the anti- 
saloon conference, as well as a plank or two 
prepared by the Law and Order League. Of 
course the committee will say nothing about 
their work, butitis expected that the biennial 
elections movement will meet with favor at 
their hands, and no opposition to its adoption is 
anticipated in the convention. The demand of the 
anti-saloon conference men for a plank in favor 
of constitutional prohibition caused spirited dis- 
cussion. It was felt that the insertion of this 
plank would prevent a possible row in the con- 
vention, and on this account and because the 
committee is constituted in its favorit went 
in, the vote, it was said, standing 9 to3.

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THE TITUS TRIAL BEGINS. 


EFFORTS TO QUASH THE INDICTMENT 
FAIL AND THE JURY IS CHOSEN. 

BELVIDERE, N. J., Sept. 28.—The Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, before which James J. Titus 
will be tried for killing Tillie Smith, at Hacketts- 
town on April 8, opened here this morning at 
11 o’clock. The court consists of Justice Beas- 
ley and Associate Justices De Witt, Camfield, and. 
Beatty. The Chief-Justice is 72 years old, and 
has held his present position since 1864. The 
court room is commodious, seating about 700 
persons, and is on the second floor of the Court 
House. The jailin which Janitor Titus is con- 
fined is directly under the space reserved for 
the Bar and jury. The routine business of the 
court occupied about an hour, and the Titus case 
‘was moved at noon. The State is represented by 


Prosecutor of the Pleas 8. C. Smith and ex-Con- 
gressman Henry 8. Harris. Attorney-General 
Stockton was requested to assist, but is prevent- 
ed by other engagements. Judge J. G. Shipman 
and sonare asaisted by Mercer Beasley, of ‘en- 
ton. Mr. Beasley is the eldest son of the Chief- 
Justice. 

At the request of his counsel the prisoner was 
brought into court escorted by two keepers. 
Titus is 30 years of age, with dark complexion. 
He is rather slenderly built, and probably weighs 
130 pounds. When brought into court he was 
very pale, and had evidently nerved himself for 
the ordeal. His wife and father-in-law were 
present, with numerous other relatives. The in- 
dictment found at the April term of the court 
consists of three counts—assault, rape, and 
murder. 

Mr. Shipman moved to quash the second count 
on the grounds that, first, it charged two crimes 
—the attempt to commit and the actual commit- 
ting of an assault; second, because the crime is 
not sufficiently set forth; third, because the 
manner of the killing was not made known. Mr. 
Shipman argued for an hour, citing numerous 
authorities in favor of his position. After a 
recess a reply was madetohim by Mr. Harris. 
The court, while considering the count defective, 
refused to ——. holding that the charge of 
murder could be sustained under the other count. 
He, however, warned the prosecuting attorneys 
that if conviction should follow sentence could 
probably not be passed on that count. After 
consultation the prosecution concluded to pro- 
ceed, the defense taking exception to the court’s 
rulings. 

The impaneling of the jury then began. After 
three unbiased jurors had been secured, the sur- 
name ofajuror drawn from the box disagreed 
from that returned by the Sheriff. The defense 
objected because the copy of the jury list served 
them was defective. Objection was also made 
to the general panel, because a number of names 
were not written in full. All objections, how- 
ever, were overruled by the court. The req- 
uisite number of jurors was secured from the 
regular panel. Their names are as fol- 
lows: James I. Lake, William 8. Pursell, 
Amos Fisher, Samuel Rees, Andrew 
Fritts, R. M. Eijlenberger, Joseph Losey, 
Henry Y. Miller, William C. Wildrick, Milton R. 
Lanning, Dantel Raisley, and Stephen M. Wild- 
rick. They are mostly farmers living in various 
parts of the county, and are above the average 
of criminal juries in intelligence. The laws of 
Now-Jersey do not excuse from jury duty be- 
cause an opinion has been formed from news- 
papers. The jury were sworn, given in charge 
of four sworn constables, and conducted to the 
Warren House, which will be their quarters. 

The hearing of evidence will begin in the 
morning.

MRS. STAUNTON’S HUSBAND 


MINISTERS BUSILY LOOKING 
UP LAW POINTS. 
THE ACOUSED CLERGYMAN OALMLY 
LISTENING TO TESTIMONY THAT HE 
BRUTALLY TREATED HIS WIFE. 


The Rey. J. W. Hageman walked into the 
Franklin-Avenue Presbyterian Church yesterday 
with four ponderous law books under his arm. 
He found Dr. Hugh Smith Carpenter in the 
building poring over a legal digest. A large 
humber of men and women assembled in the 
church before the Rev. Benjamin Staunton, of 
the Fort Greene Presbyterian Church, who was 
on trial, had arrived. Mr. Staunton, when he 
did come, seemed more at ease than he did on 
the preceding day. He frequently prompted his 
counsel, the Rev. J. W. Hageman and Dr. Car 
penter. The Rey. T. De Witt Talmage presided, 
and at times appeared to be somewhat amused 
at the testimony. The Rev. L. R. Foote, for the 
prosecution, took a seat by the side of John H. 
frevor, Mrs. Staunton’s brother, who was re- 
called to the witness stand by the Rev. L. R. 
Foote for the prosecution. 

“Early in the present year,” testified Mr. 
Trevor, ‘‘I returned from the store to my house 
for dinner. I found my sister, Mrs. Staunton, 
there. She was in a nervous and almost frenzied 
condition. She said that her husband had at- 
tempted her life and pointedto some marks on 
her throat, waich I distinctly saw. There were 
two marks as though the thumb and a finger 
had touched the throat. Carrie became more 
nervous as she remained and finally swooned. 
She kept fainting away and we had hard work to 
understand her. Isaidto my mother: ‘Go im- 


mediately to the District Attorney, have Staun- 
ton handcuffed, and lead him through the public 
streets as a common’ malefactor.” My mother 
and sister went to the District Attorney and he 
advised them on account of the child and for the 
sake of avoiding scandal not.to arrest Mr. Staun- 
ton. He said, however, ‘ I will cite Mr. Staunton 
before me and do what I can tosettle the matter.’ 
Mr. Staunton was eited before him, but did not 
seem \to relent.” 

**Mr. Moderator,” said Dr. Carpenter, pointmg 
to the Rev. L. R. Foote, who, sitting beside Mr. 
Trevor, was leaning slightly over him, “I don’t 
think that Mr. Foote ought to sit beside the wit- 
ness and coach him.” 

“That’s a remark unworthy of a gentleman, 
Dr. Carpenter,” exclaimed Mr. Trevor getting 
up from his chair and facing the reverend doctor. 

** Order, gentlemen,” said Mr. Talmage. 

** He didn’t coach me,” persisted Mr. Trevor. 

“It is not legitimate for a prosecuting attorney 
to sit beside a witness.” At the term ‘“ prose- 
cuting attorney” the Rey. L. R. Foote smiled. 

«If Dr. Carpenter means what he said, 1 must 
ask the Presbytery to request him to withdraw 
it,” said Mr. Foote, his flaccid voice loud with 
anger. 

“TY made no reflection on Brother Foote,” said 
Dr. Carpenter. ‘‘I only ask for the ordinary 
propriety of law practice. A witness takes the 
stand to be there alone with the court, and he 
should be detached from every one else.” 

‘‘Let Dr. Carpenter withdraw the word 
* coached,’ ” said a voice at the end of the room. 

**T deny that 1 ever said any one was coached,” 
protested Dr. Carpenter. ‘‘ Attempts have been 
made to make this a personalissue. I ask rights 
for my client, and I won’t change my words be- 
cause they are criticised.” . 

** Withdraw the word ‘ coached.’ ” 

“J will withdraw nothing,” said Dr. Carpen- 
ter. ‘‘ I object to the animus involved in raising 
such anissue. I don’t mind being impeached for 
unbecoming language, but { won’t allow it to be 
used against my client. Impeach meif you will 
after the trial is over.” 

Mr. Talmage came serenely to the assistance 
of the bickering ministers with a resolution 
which made Dr. Carpenter’s explanation suffi- 
cient. 

Mr. Trevor then testified that his sister told 
him that Mr. Watt, one of the Elders of the Fort 
Greene Church, had interceded some little time 
before in her behalf, and had requested that Mrs. 
Laidler should sing in the choir nolonger. Mr. 
Watt also spoke to Mrs. Laidler and requested 
her not to sing, but she still sang. ‘“‘ My sister 
came to me and asked me what she should do. 
I said, ‘ Write to the Elders of your church and 
appeal to Mrs. Laidler as a mother.’ She wrote 
to her and said,‘I ask you to absent yourself 
from the church and hold no more communica- 
tion with my husband.’ She wrote to several 
Elders at the sessions and received in one case 
an insulting reply that no gentleman would have 
written, accusing her of being the guilty person 
and refusing to hear her complaint.” 

‘Did you ever make an attempt to pacify the 
husband and wife by invoking the aid of any 
Christian minister ?”’ asked Dr, Carpenter. 

“No; I thought it would be casting pearis be- 
fore swine.” 

‘““Who were the swine, the Christian min- 
isters ?”’ 

“No, Sir. I meant to say that I thought no 
reconciliation was possible.” 

A letter was then read which had been written 
by Mr. Staunton recommending the witness, who 
was out of work. Mr. Trevor said he never 
presented the letter. In it he was described as 
‘“‘honest, enterprising, a good salesman, and a 
persuasive manipulator.” 

“Very good,” said Dr. Carpenter. “What do 
you understand by the term persuasive manipu- 
ator ?”’ 

“Tt meant that I have the gift of the gab.” 
[Laughter. } 

“The Presbytery know that,” said ‘the doctor. 

Mrs. Maria Pratt, who lived next door to the 
Stauntons, testified that on Feb. 6, 1886, she 
heard seuffling, “hollering,” and three cries of 
**Murder!” Mrs. Staunton then came in and 
said: ‘‘See what Ben has been doing. He almost 
choked me.” The witness said she had heard 
the Stauntons quarreling. H. G. H. Trevor, a 

brother of Mrs. Staunton, testified that his sister 
Was a nonentity in her own house. Mrs. Laidler 
and Mr, Staunton used to sit up until 3 o’vlock 
in the morning very frequently. Alfred H. 
Trevor, another brother, was then called. 

“‘Did you ever say that Mrs. Laidler was a per- 
fect lady ?’’ he was asked. 

“Tt I did, it was very wrong.” 

“We don’t want to know people’s opinion of 
Mrs. Laidler,’’ said Dr. Carpenter testily. 

“No, everybody knows it,” said the witness 
quickly. 

The case was then adjourned until to-day.

members of the Hebrew communities who have 
accepted the new dispensation, however, con- 
tent themselves with celebrating only the first 
day of the New Year, (Thursday,) which is the 
first day of the seventh month, Tishri. The fes- 
tival is also called Yom Ternah, or the Day of 
the Cornet, from the use of the shofar, a primi- 
tive trumpet manufactured from a ram’s horn, 
which is sounded in a peculiar manner during 
the solemn services incident to the celebration. 
All the Hebrew places of worship will be open 
for service, and as usual will be crowded with 
worshipers. Many temporary places of wor- 
ship have been established in this city to accom- 
modate those anxious to take part in the relig- 
ious ceremonies of the day but who do not be- 
\ong to any regularly organized congregations.

JOHN BAIRD’S WIFE. 

As a sort of adjunct to his defense against 
the charge that he is insane, John Baird has 
begun a suit for the annulment of the marriage 
which he entered into in 1880, just prior to the 


time when he began to exhibit the eccentricities 
which finally caused his relatives to put him 
into an asylum. He asserts in his complaint 
that when he married the lady now known as 
Mrs. Baird she was known as Elizabeth B. Ma- 
crink, and was the wife of one William Macrink. 
Mrs. Baird has answered the complaint by as- 
serting that she was divorced from Macrink on 
March 2, 1880, and was married to Mr. Baird on 
pane 8, so that she was the lawful wife of the 
atter. 

Addison M. Baird was the main witness yester- 
day in the inquiry to determine whether Mr. 
Baird is sane. During his testimony he said 
that Mrs. Baird had objected to her husband’s 
incarceration for a long time, as she wished to 
nurse him herself. 


A SOMNAMBULIS?’S LEAP. 

Soon after 2 o’clock yesterday morning 
Policeman Farrell, of the Eighteenth Precinct, 
while standing on East Twenty-first-street, saw 
a white figure appear at a second-story window 
in the house No. 303. After standing a moment 
irresolutely on the window sill the figure raised 
its arms above its head and leaped off into space, 
falling heavily on the sidewalk. The officer ran 
to the spot and found a young man clad only in a 
nights and screaming with pain. Investiga- 
tion showed that he was George Brown, a brass 
finisher, employed by the New-York Steam- 
Heating Company. He boarded at the house, 
and his landlady says that he was perfectly 
sober when he retired and must have leaped 
from the window while asleep. 

An ambulance was summoned, and after half 
an hour’s delay came and took the man to Belle- 
vue Hospital, where it was ascertained that his 
right shoulder was dislocated and his right arm 
sprained, besides severe internal injuries. 


A REMINDER OF THE OREGON. 
Pilot R. Vineer, of the pilot boat Francis 
Perkins, No. 12, reported yesterday to the Pilot

_DRISOOLL PLANS AN ESOAPEH. 


HE IS DETECTED AND REMOVED TO 
ANOTHER CELL. 

Cell No. 48, in the second tier, has been 
the quarters of Daniel Driscoll, in the Tombs, 
since he was arrested for the murder of Bridget 
Garrity, in June. When Driscoll returned from 
the first day of his trial before Recorder Smyth, 
on Monday, he was surprised, or pretended he 
was, at being ushered to acellin ‘‘ Murderers’ 
Row.” The reason of the change was the discov- 
ery by Warden Finn that Driscoll had been at- 
tempting to dig out of his cell. Driscoll had 
carried on his operations skillfully, and it was 
only on discovering some concealed bricks and 
pieces of mortar and a small screw driver that 
the Warden’s suspicions were aroused that the 
wall was being tampered with. 

A sort of shelf of masonry, about three feet 
high, projects into the cell on the side toward 
the street. It is about one foot wide and the top 
is covered with boards. Driscoll had removed 
the boards and then, with his screw,driver, loos- 
ened the bricks inthe wall and had succeeded in 
removing five or six. The advance toward free- 


dom was not great, for there remaingd 18 inches 
or so of solid masonry, and even had the prisoner 
got through that there were two or three keep- 
ers and a savage bulldog to pass before reaching 
the high outer wall. Warden Finn is unable to 
explain how Driscoll obtained the screw driver. 
Charles Fisher, committed for grand larceny, 
wasa fellow occupant of the cell, but he was 
afraid to testify against the noted leader of the 
‘“*Why-oh” gang. A long piece of strong cord 
was found concealed in the bed, which might 
possibly have been used as a means of communl- 
cation with friends on the outside. Warden 
Finn says a desperate gang is working for Dris- 
coll’s escape, and that he shall thoroughly inves- 
tigate the matter. Driscoll himself refuses to 
say anything arco that he “cannot be blamed 
for trying to gain his freedom.” 

Driscoll escaped the Tombs about four 
years ago in a manner which caused him to be 
the hero of his gang. He had been arrested for 

rand larceny and was being conveyed to the 
Tombs in the “ Black Maria.” With him was a 
fellow whom he knew. who was arrested on the 
trivial charge of drunkenness. The twochanged 
names, and Driscoll paid a fine of $10 and walked 
away. 

A ruffianly looking crowd filled tho Court of 
General Sessions, Part L, yesterday, when Dris- 
coli was brought before the court. Driscoll, it is 
charged, shot his mistress, Bridget, or ‘“* Beezy,” 
Garrity, at No. 163 Hester-street, early on the 
morning of June 26. He went there with her 
and two other people with the avowed intention 
of killing one John McCarthy, the proprietor 
of the place. “ Beezy” was, it is said, to 
find McCarthy and give Driscoll an opportunity 
to shoot him. She found McCarthy, and Driscoll 
fired two shots through the half opened door into 
the room in which McCarthy was. The woman 
was shotin the abdomen and died that night. 
Itis claimed by the prosecution that Driscoll 
was the man that killed her. For the defense 
Lawyer Howe will try to show that McCarthy 
did the deed. Yesterday the three lacking jurors 
were obtained with little trouble and Col. Fel- 
lows, for the prosecution, opened the case. He 
dwelt largely upon the law showing that a man 
firing at a person whom he intended to kill, and 
killing another, is none the less guilty of murder 
in the first degree. 

Carrie Wilson, of No. 144 Chrystie-street, 
testified that just before 4 A. M.,on June 26, 
when she entered the house, Driscoll and 
* Beezy,” with their two companions, came up 
the stoop. “I tried to go out,” continued the 
witness, ‘‘and Driscoll forced me back, and he 
and ‘ Beezy’ entered the house. I ran back inthe 
hall to the head of the basement stairs. Dris- 
coll then went out and looked up and down the 
street. ‘Beezy’ stood in the folding doors in 
the hall, and, looking in the front room where 
McCarthy was, nodded to Driscoll. Driscoll 
then ran in, and, drawing his revolver, put it in 
between the door and the jamb, and fired into the 
room. That door was closed then, leaving 
‘Beezy’ in the room. Then Driscoll ran back 
to the door of the rear room and burst it part 
way open and firedin there. There are folding 
doors between the front and back room, which 
at the time were open. ‘Beezy’ caught the 
shot, and then I fell down the stairs into the 
basement and screamed ‘Murder !’” 

John McCarthy testified that Driscoll came to 
the house that morning and tried to kill him. 
The first thing witness knew of his presence was 
when he came in the room after “ Beezy.” The 
witness pushed him out and then saw the pistol 
barrel shoved through the crack. The woman 
grabbed him and tried to hold him, but he 

jumped out of range as the pistol exploded and 
then shut the door and fastened it. Then he ran 
to the back room, jumped out of the window 
into the yard, and ran into the basement hall. 
While there he heard the second shot. When he 
left the front room ‘‘ Beezy” followed him into the 
rear room. McCarthy said there were seven or 
eight people in the room, but as soon as the 
shot was fired all of them jumped out 
of the window. He had a loaded revolver 
in his pocket, but did not use it. He never had 
used it except about two weeks before, when he 
fired four shots at Driscoll from it. McCarthy de- 
nied that he had shot ‘‘Beezy.” A policeman 
testified that the woman before she died asserted 
that McCarthy shot her. A man who was in 
the room at the time swore that McCarthy 
was out of the window before the woman was 
shot. Officer Miley said he passed Driscoll and 
his friends in Bayard-street at 3:10 o’clock that 
morning. Driscoll and “ Beezy” were talking 
loud a excitedly, and he heard Driscoll say to 
her that she ‘“ wouldn’t stick to” him. Then to 
her protestations he replied: * You shoot him 
and I'll stick to you.” 

The trial was adjourned until this morning, and 
the jury went to inspect the premises where the 
shooting occurred.

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NEW STAGES AT LAST. 


GORGEOUS VEHIOLES NOW RUNNING ON 
FIFTH-AVENUE. 

Skeptics have from time to time doubted 
whether the “temporary” stages on Fifth- 
avenue would ever be replaced by permanent 
ones. The change was a long time coming, but 
yesterday the new stages began running in all 
their splendor of fresh varrish and new paint. 
The drivers were unchanged, but the conductors, 
boys about 18 years of age, were new to the line 
and to the business. It is hard to say whether 
the horses were new or not; probably they were 
not, as they had a way of turning tuto the 
streets frequented by the old lines, but all their 
manes were shaven and their tails banged, mak- 
ing them present such an English appearance 
that they had no cause to blush when they met 


others of their kind in Fifth-avenue, attached to 
more exclusive, if not showier, equipages. 

Fifty stages have been made, and 34 of them 
were put in service yesterday. In appearance 
they are a compromise between the tally-ho 
coach and the old-fashioned omnibus, The body 
is dark blue, with scarlet lines. The running 
gear is scarlet, picked out with black. The roofs 
and casings are ash, and the seats leather-cov- 
ered. The floors, which are rubber-matted, are 
not wide enough to allow passengers to stand. 
The glass in the ventilators is blue, with white 
lines, and handsome beveled French plate mir- 
rors occupy all the space in front. is gives 
women an excellent chance to judge the condi- 
tion of their toilets. and men will by means of 
them be able to keep informed as to what is go- 
ing on both outside and within the coaches, The 
fortunate placing of these mirrors should of 
itself insure the success of the new line. 

The English and French omnibuses have been 
imitated by giving passengers a chance to ride 
on the roofs. The driver has one seat to offer be- 
side him and behind is another seat that will 
hold four persons. Inside 12 passengers can be 
comfortably seated; that is, comfortably as to 
the amount of room, but not as to the seat itself, 
which has too. perpendicular aback, and not 
enough depth to place one thoroughly at ease. 

The stages attracted a good deal of attention 
all along their route. At Fifth-avenue and Cen- 
tral Park, where they start, they were inspected 
by the curious allday. Owing tothe paving on 
Fifth-avenue they turn from it into Broadway at 
Thirtieth-street,and thence go to Madison-square, 
where they again strike into theavenue. They 
yass through Washington-square and turn at 
South Fifth-avenue and Bleecker-street. The 
lower end of the trip affords many amusing in- 
cidents. The drivers are in biue melton coats, 
scarlet collars, and high felt hats, and the con- 
ductors are also in blue uniforms and caps, 
both trimmed with scarlet. In addition to a 
gorgeous coat, the driver flourishes a regula- 
tion coaching whip. All this finery, so un- 
familiar to the wearers and unexpected to 
truckmen, car drivers, and the small boy, 
created much good-natured badinage. One 
driver remarked: ** Let’em chin now, but next 
Winter they’) be foine to turn up about me 
ears. Faith an’ I’ll need ’em, too, for the 
stovepoipe on me won't warrum ’em.” 
It was impossible for the drivers to 
keep sober faces and look each other in the eye, 
but not so the youthful conductors; they sat 
perched on an airy seat at the left of the en- 
trance and lost no opportunity to wave a salute 
to each other as they passed. These boys will 
find their places first class for ‘“ tips” when they 
learn how to hand ladies in and out gracefully. 
As it was yesterday they opened the doors, and 
women entered and left the coaches as best they 
could. When some safe means is provided for 
these boys to reach the tops of the stages to col- 
lect the fares the people who watch them make 
this risky ascent will breathe easier. As it is, 
neither conductor nor passenger finds it safe to 
reach the pleasantest place offered by the stages. 


STATUS OF THE STRIKES. 


ARBITRATORS ATTEMPT TO SETTLE THE 
TROUBLE IN THE STONE YARDS. 

The Arbitration Committee of District 
Assembly No. 49, Knights of Labor, which for 
the past year has taken the management of sev- 
eral strikes, promising the strikers a complete 
victory and then compromising with the bosses 
in a manner unsatisfactory to the men, and com- 
pelling them to return to work under pain of 
expulsion from the order, yesterday undertook 
to manage the stonerubbers’ strike, making the 
usual proraise to the men of a speedy and 
brilliant victory over the bosses. The strikers 
say that the employment of ‘“ scabs” did not 
form the only basis of complaint they had. The 


bosses, they claim, have a ‘“ black-list” system, 
and when a rubber is discharged from one 
stoneyard it is impossible for him to find work 
anywhere else. The boss stonecutters, the 
strikers allege, are being urgently pressed by 
contractors and property owners to come to a 
ope understanding with the men, because 
they want to have their buildings completed be- 
fore cold weather sets in. This impatience on 
the part of the property owners was hailed by 
the strikers as an indication that the employers 
will soon come toterms. The derrick men’stand 
by them, and threaten to order a general strike 
on all buildings if the demands of the rubbers 
are not granted. 

The journeyman plumbers reported yesterday 
that 95 of their members are now engaged onthe 
co-operative plan, and that they continued to re- 
ceive applications from buiiders to complete jobs 
that had been suspended by the lock-vut. A num- 
ber of union men have been paid their strike 
benefit, and the leaders say that the union has 
ample funds to stand out for four weeks longer. 
The boss plumbers ridicule the efforts of the 
journeymen at co-operative work, and say that 
er have met with no success. Most of the 
builders who had asked the men to complete the 
jobs left unfinished when the lock-out began 
withdrew their offer on learning that the union 
wanted them to discard the material already 
furnished by the master plumbers and to buy the 
material from them. The property owners could 
not afford to do this because they were bound by 
their contracts to use the bosses’ material. The 
master plumbers also said that a large number 
of non-union plumbers had come from the coun- 
vg and were doing satisfactory work. 

he strike of feeders at Little’s printing office 
was still on yesterday. At Trow’s printing office 
it was reported that the feeders did not belong 
toany union. At De Vinne’s office 40 men and 
boys were reported to have struck. Mr. De 
Vinne was willing to pay, his men $10 a week, 
but declines paying the boys the same wages. 


A DRAMATISTS DELUSIONS. 


BARTLEY CAMPBELL DECLARED INSANE 
BY A SHERIFF’S JURY. 

Testifying before a Sheriff’s jury yester- 
day, Dr. Charles H. Nichols, the Superintendent 
of the Bloomingdale Asylum for the Insane, said 
that Bartley Campbell, the dramatist, who has 
been in that institution since May 17 last, is 
afflicted by a typical case of what is known as 
the general paralysis of the insane. The paraly- 
sis has affected his lower limbs and his vocal 
organs, though he is yet able to talk so as to be 
understood. As to his mental state, he is the 
victim of the usual delusions of exaltation. Only 


yesterday afternoon he told the doctor that he 
was well and would live forever. When Dr. 
Nichols asked him his age he answered that he 
had lived from the foundation of the world. He 
has at various times insisted that he was in com- 
munication with Goethe, Shakespeare, Wagner, 
and Humboldt, that he visited heaven and con- 
sorted there with the greatest of the elect, and 
that he corresponded with President Grévy and 
King Humbert, and talked through his window 
with Queen Victoria. Once he conceived that 
Oliver Cromwell was in his stomach, and he 
walked in a way that befitted the bearer of such 
a burden. It was the opinion of Dr. Nichols that 
Ms. Comme would never be cured of his in- 
sanity. 

Mrs. Campbell testified that she had two sons, 
one aged 17 and the other aged 15, and that she 
had observed many of the hallucinations of her 
husband. Lawyer Jesse Larrabee informed the 

ury that Mr. Campbell has two houses in East 
ighty-first-street, which are mortgaged for 
nearly their full value and burdened with un- 
aid taxes, and that he has interests in the 
ease of the Fourteenth-Street Theatre and in 
Gas which are in litigation. The jury found

THE PLYMOUTH ROCK.

THE OLD STEAMBOAT TO BE BROKEN 
UP FOR OLD JUNK. 

The steamboat Plymouth Rock has been 
bought by the firm of Butler, Clancy & Co., of 
Boston, and it is their intention to break her up 
and sell her for oldjunk. The old boat was put 
up at auction on Sept. 22 and the firm mentioned 
bid $5,100 for her. Capt. Riley, a Boston steam- 
boat man, was sent on with a crew in company 
with Mr. Fitzgerald, one of the purchasing firm, 
to take charge of her. She has been lying at the 
southwest extremity of the Erie Basin for the 


past four months, and will start thence for Bos- 
ton at 8 o’clock this morning. She will not go 
by her own steam, but will be towed up through 
the Sound by the big tug Cyclops. 

The Plymouth Rock was built by Jeremiah 
Simpson, at the foot of Twelfth-street, East 
River, in 1854, for the New-London and Norwich 
Steamship Company. She is 320 feet long, 40 
feet 6 inches breadth of beam, and 13 feet 
depth of hold. Her keel. stem, and stern post 
are of white oak. Her apron and inner parts 
are of liveoak. Her floors are of white oak, and 
her top timbers of red cedar. Herdeck and deck 
beams ure of white pine: Her hull is heavily 
iron errs from stem to stern. She 
was bought from her original owners by 
the Narragansett Steamship Company, of 
which Jay Gould and James Fisk, Jr., were 
the chief stockholders. Her original cost was 
roe but they obtained her for a smaller 

gure. She wasrunby Col. Fisk on the New- 
Jersey Southern route to Long Branch. She 
eer ran to the wooden pier at the 
Branch and afterward to the iron pier. She was 
the first excursion boat to go to Long Branch. 
After passing out of the hands of Col. Fisk she 
became the property of the theatrical managers, 
Jarrett & Palmer, who paid $62,500. They ran 
her to Rockaway and also up the Hudson as an 
excursion steamer. Théy also took her East and 
used her as an excursion steamer at Boston. 

When they dissolved ee a short time 
before Harry Palmer died, they sold the Plym- 
outh Rock to C. W. Scofield for $42,000. Mr. 
Scofield ran her as an excursion boat up the 
Hudson and in various other directions. Last 
season she appeared in anewrdéle. Mr. Scofield 
had a platform built over her upper deck, an 
awning stretched over it on aniron frame, and 
seats placed’ around the edge. Thus she became 
a floating skating rink. She was not profitable, 
however, and on Nov. 12, 1885, she was sold at 
auction to satisfy various liens and libels. Mr. 
Scofield bought her in for $7,875. He said yes- 
oat that he had not owned her for four years, 
Mr. Fitzgerald, who was seen aboard the steamer 
last night, said the owners from whom his firm 
purchased her were Scofield & Wemyss. He did 
not know who Mr. Wemyss was, but identitied 
Mr. Scotield. 


TAKEN 10 SARATOGA. 


SEVERAL NEW PHASES DEVELOPED IN 
THE MAHEDY-LARIDON CASE. 

Capt. William F. Mahedy, the Saratoga 
policeman accused ofattempting to extort $3,000 
from Gustave A. Laridon, of No. 104 West Forty- 
ninth-street, was at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday to surrender under the terms of 
the bond of James H. Breslin, of the Gilsey 
House. When the case was called Court Officer 
Curry related in corroboration of Mr. Laridon’s 
statement that it was agreed that on seeing 
Mahedy at the Gilsey House Mr. Laridon should 


ask him: “ Have you arrested my son yet?” 
and a negative response was to be the signal for 
Mahedy’s arrest by Curry. The question was 
put, and on Mahedy answering “No,” Curry 
made the arrest. It was then that Mahedy was so 
anxious to execute the warrant, and afterward 
to pass it to Officer Fryer, but young Laridon 
escaped before Fryer could act. 

Justice Gorman asked Mr. Laridon if he knew 
where his son was. Hesaid he did not, He was 
advised to bring him to court in the afternoon, 
as his absence lent color to the statement of the 
defendant that the criminal proceedings against 
him were taken to enable Albert to escape. In 
the afternoon father and son appeared in court, 
and the young man was arrested on Cashier W. 
H. Bocks’s warrant from Justice Maxwell, and 
Justice Gorman announced that he g»ve him 
into the custody of the Saratoga officers. 
In the case of Mahedy he would hold 
him in $5,000 for examination two weeks 
hence. Mr. Breslin signed another bond for 
him and he was released. Tnen Ma- 
hedy. and Fryer ‘started with Albert for 
the Grand Central Station, and Louis Ma- 
thot, Mr. Laridon’s lawyer, rushed down town to 
get a writ of habeas corpus. No writ was 
served, however, and Mahedy took his prison- 
er to the quarters of the Nineteenth Sub-Pre- 
cinct, and when the Saratoga train was about to 
start at 3:30 o’clock Officer Fryer hustled the 
prisoner through the station master’s door and 
es — in a car. Mahedy remained in New- 

ork. 

A dispatch from Saratoga says that W. F. Ma- 
hedy is not Chief of Police of that place, but a 
night watchman. The Chief of Police is George 
W. Blodgett. It also says that District Attorney 
Foley and Police Justice Barbour deny any 
knowledge of the existence of a warrant.
